Nixon Takes to Air 
Over Fuel Crisis 

Colonist Nows Sorvkos 

WASHINGTON — President Nixon will make 
a broadcast address to the U.S. tonight on what 
was called a “very acute” energy crisis heightened 
by the Middle East conflict and prospects for a cold 
winter, White House aides said Tuesday. 

Nixon called a cabinet meeting Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss a possible fuel-rationing plan and other mea- 
sures to meet the oil embargo imposed by Arab 
countries against the United States. 


Pipeline Pushed for Quebec 


OTTAWA (CP) — Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Tuesday the government 
will approve construction of 
an oil pipeline to Montreal if 
it's needed to supply Quebec 
and the Maritimes — even if 
Quebec opposes the project. 

Macdonald told the Com¬ 
mons the government wants 
to win agreement on the pipe¬ 
line from the Quebec govern¬ 


ment, which has expressed 
opposition. 

. But the federal government 
had the responsibility to en¬ 
sure security of oil supplies to 
Quebec and the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces, ajpd would grant ap¬ 
proval for the pipeline if nec¬ 
essary. 

The government has al¬ 
ready announced it favors ex¬ 
tension of the Interprovincial 
Pipe Line Co. carrier, which 
stops in Toronto, to feed Al¬ 


berta oil to Montreal refin¬ 
eries. 

But the Quebec government 
has plans to build a huge new 
refinery and superport on the 
St. Lawrence, which would 
buy oil from abroad. A Mon¬ 
treal pipeline could cut into 
that project’s profitability. 

Macdonald also repeated 
that oil through a Montreal 
pipeline would be taken from 
surplus supplies now being ex¬ 
ported to the United States. 


U.S. customers would have 
a two-year warning to seek 
other sources once the gov¬ 
ernment and the national en¬ 
ergy board approved the Mon¬ 
treal line. He estimates it 
would take at least two years 
to build the line. 

Officials are negotiating 
with both Interprovincial and 
the Quebec government on 
how the pipeline would fit in 


with Quebec’s energy plans, 
he said. 

Macdonald also said a gov¬ 
ernment campaign is being 
planned to urge the public to 
conserve oil this winter. 

In Quebec Qty, a senior of¬ 
ficial in the Quebec natural 
resources department said 
Macdonald’s statement raises 
the possibility that the federal 
government is using the cur¬ 
rent crisis in oil supplies to 
establish a national energy 


policy that might be detrimen¬ 
tal to Quebec. 

“We’ve always agreed on a 
pipeline to ensure security of 
supply,” he said. “But the 
pipeline would take two years 
to build, so it’s not intended 
to solve the present crisis.” 

The department official said 
the pipeline proposal raises 
questions about who will pay 
for the pipeline and what the 
cost of Alberta oil will be. 


By 6-4 Vote 

Strachan 
Cleared 
By Panel

Members of a special B.C.' 
Legislature committee voted 
6-4 early today to clear Trans¬ 
port Minister Robert Strachan 
of a charge of lying to the 
house. 

The vote, coming after a 
day and an evening of hearing 
witnesses and of discussion, 
split along government-op¬ 
position lines. 

NDP members on the 11- 
member committee said they 
could find no evidence that 
Strachan had lied in his state¬ 
ments concerning a manage¬ 
ment study in the B.C. Fer¬ 
ries Service. 

But all four opposition 
members — two Social Credit 
MLAs, one Liberal and one 
Conservative — said that at 
the very least Strachan had 
misled the Legislature. 

Committee chairman Carl 
Lkien (NDP—Delta) did not 
have a vote. 

Earlier in the day the com¬ 
mittee had heard 1V4 hours of 
evidence from Strachan, from 
Robert McClelland (9C— 
Langley), who made the origi¬ 
nal charge against the min¬ 
ister, from two B.C. Ferries 
officials and from Frank Ma- 
chin, the man hired to under¬ 
take the study. 

Last witness heard Tuesday 
night by the committee ^Vas 
Frank Machin, president of 
the management consultant 
firm retained by the ferry au¬ 
thority to undertake the 
study. 

Machin told the committee 
he had never been informed 
directly that Strachan knew 
the study was going on, but 
that impression had been left 
with him by implication. 

Such phrases as “the min¬ 
ister will be concerned about 
the confidentiality of the 
study” had led him to believe 
that Strachan knew about it, 
he said.

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Supertanker Golar Patricia: largest ship ever lost at sea

Sea Claims a Gigantic Victim 


SANTA CRUZ de TEN¬ 
ERIFE, Spain (UPI) — Res¬ 
cued crew members of the 
Golar Patricia said Tuesday 
three explosions touched off 
huge fires and caused the 
sinking of the 216,000-ton su¬ 
pertanker—the largest ship 
ever lost at sea. 

The ship sank within an 


hour, according to its Nor¬ 
wegian captain Harald Stor- 
mo. It split In two before 
going down, crew members 
said. The Spanish navy said 
the only casualty was a 
Spanish seaman who died of 
burns. 

Stormo refused to discuss 
what caused the blast, al¬ 
though one seaman believed 


fumes in empty tanks were ’ 
ignited. Stormo described the 
evacuation of the 43 crew 
members as “orderly” and 
said there was no chance to 
save the ship. 

The Liberian-registered, 
U.S.-owned tanker went down 
200 miles north of the Canary • 
Islands Monday. 

The crew, 30 of them Nor¬ 


wegians including Stormo, 
were picked up by the 
Spanish ocean liner Cabo de 
San Vicente. 

Crew members tried to 
fight the flames, but were or¬ 
dered to take to lifeboats 
when it became clear the su¬ 
pertanker could not be saved, 
they said Tuesday.

SEATTLE (AP) — Wash¬ 
ington state voters were giv¬ 
ing strong approval to a pro¬ 
posal to cut salaries of state 
elected officials and legislat¬ 
ors Tuesday night. 

A state Income tax measure 
was going down 29,977 to 
J 3,356 as early returns came 
in. Initiative 282, the salary 
plan, however, was ahead 
42,300 to 10,663. 


Senators Want 
Face-to-Face 
Talk with Nixon 
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WASHINGTON (UPl) — 
The senate Watergate com¬ 
mittee agreed Tuesday to 
seek a face-to-face meeting 
with President Nixon to dis¬ 
cuss all aspects of the scan¬ 
dal. The White House would 
not say whether Nixon might 
agree. 

The panel, whose chairman, 
Sam Ervin, was rebuffed last 
July when he sought to see 
Nixon personally over access 
to the Watergate tapes, 
reached a “consensus agree¬ 
ment” on a new approach to 
the White House after 90 min¬ 
utes of reportedly heated de¬ 
bate. 

Ervin said committee law¬ 
yers would try to meet with 
the White House staff to ar¬ 
range a session allowing 
Nixon “to make any state¬ 


ments he wants to make, and 
have the committee ask ques¬ 
tions.’’ Ervin indicated no 
/conditions would be imposed 
in advance. 

Dejjuty White House press 
secretary Gerald Warren said 
Nixon was fully aware of a 
public crisis of confidence in 
his leadership and “intends to 
meet this matter head-on.” 

, But, he said, “I’m not pre¬ 
pared to respond to such spe¬ 
cific requests and proposals” 
as the Ervin committee’s bid 
for a meeting with Nixon. 

While Warren refused to 
elaborate, other White House 
officials suggested Nixon was 
considering a series of steps 
to present his case to the pub¬ 
lic, including the possibility of 
another nationally broadcast 
address. 


Oil-Thirsty 
Japan, EEC 

Back Arabs 


Unittd Pr*»i International 

Backed to the wall by the Arab oil cutback, 
nine European Economic Community nations and 
Japan Tuesday called for Israel to “end its territo¬ 
rial occupation” of Arab lands. 

\ 

The common market nations, dependent on 
the Middle East for 80 per cent of their oil, con¬ 
demned in a resolution approved in Brussels “the 
acquisition of territory by force” and called on 
Israel to end “the territorial occupation which it 
has maintained” since the 1967 war when it over¬ 
ran large Arab lands on both its northern and 
southern borders. 

The resolution appeared further to erode 
Israel’s diplomatic position in the world and moved 
the common market countries even further from 
U.S. policy. 

Shift from Neutral 

Japan, facing a loss of 40 per cent of its entire 
oil imports, also urged immediate Israeli withdraw¬ 
al to pre-1967 positions. The Mainichi newspaper, 
one of the three largest in Japan, called it “a shift 
from a position of neutrality to one of a pro-Arab 
posture.” 

Government sources said the cutback and 
threats of further cutbacks had had an “enor¬ 
mous” impact on the Japanese economy.

Israeli and Egyptian troops traded small-arms 
fire across the Suez ceasefire line Tuesday, and Syria 
reported Israeli jets fired rockets at Syrian positions 
on the Golan Heights. 

The cracks in the Middle 
East ceasefire were reported 
as Arab leaders worked out 
arrangements for a summit 
conference in Algeria late 
next week end envoys from 
Washington and Moscow 
toured the Mideast. 

Informed sources in Cairo 
and sources close to the UN 
peace effort said there was 
Egyptian and Israeli military 
movement along the Suez 
Canal front. 

In Paris, Egyptian foreign 
affairs adviser Mohamed el- 
Zayyat told reporters at a lun¬ 
cheon Tuesday that “there is 
a great danger we’ll see a 
resumption of hostilities” in 
the Middle East if the UN 
ceasefire resolution 41 is not 
applied.” 

U.S. State Secretary Henry 
Kissinger arrived Tuesday 
night in Cairo on the third 
stop of a Mideast peace mis¬ 
sion. 1116 Caircr trip followed 
stops In Morocco, where he 
conferred with King Hassan 
n, and in Tunis. 

After a meeting with Tuni¬ 
sian President Habib Bour- 
guiba, Kissinger scheduled 
meetings with President

TEL AVIV (Reuter) — 
Israel was plunged into 
mourning Tuesday when it 
was announced that the Octo¬ 
ber war against Egypt, Syria 
and their allies had cost the 
lives of 1354 Israeli soldiers. 

Senior army spokesman 
Col. Nachman Kami told re¬ 
porters in Tel Aviv that there 
are 1,800 wounded Israeli sol¬ 
diers in hospital. 

The figure does not include 
wounded in rest homes and 
those who have returned to 
their units. 

Losses in the October war 
were the greatest since the 
war of independence in 1948-49 
when about fr,200 persons, in¬ 
cluding about 1,700 civilians, 
died and 12,150 were wounded.

NDP Chance 


THEY rolled the drums last week. Tlicey 
blew the trumpets and dug up a bit of black¬ 
top with a bulldozer. 

It was a Sandy Reid production—a so- 
called start of the much-discussed, much- 
maligned Reid Centre on the Inner Harbor. 

Aid. Sam Bawlf probably expressed the 
majority viewpoint. A “sad-turning” he 
called it. 

A couple of noteworthy points were left 
out. Reid still has not secured financing for 
this 14-storey abomination to our environ¬ 
mental well being. He still has no .building 
permit. 

HOPEFULLY’. then, the concerned citi¬ 
zens of our area still have a chance. The 
Reid Centre is not a fait accompli. 

The best chance would have to rest with 
Premier Barrett. In conversation with him 
last week, I asked if there was not something 
his government could do to halt the desecra¬ 
tion of what could become one of the most 
beautiful harbor areas in the world. 

“I will give you.” he grinned, “a mysteri¬ 
ous no comment.” 

I would hope this meant the premier was 
at least considering ways and means to stifle 
what so many people wTongly interpret as 
progress. 

NOT BEING of legal mind. I have no idea 
what methods cfxild be brought to bear to 
halt this project at so late an hour. But sure¬ 
ly there ip something in government power, 
something to declare the place an histone 
site. It does indeed qualify as an historic site 
inasmuch as the original Fort Victoria was 
built on roughly the same territory. 

Is it not possible for the propvincial gov¬ 
ernment to buy Reid out? I realize this wixild 
give the Vancouver promoter a very healthy 
profit on an investment of $600,000, but better 
to give him an inflated return on his money 
than to be stuck with a modernistic Holiday 
Inn on that property. 

WHAT that inflated profit would amount 
to is another question. L\it safe to say. I feel, 
that whatever, it would be public money well 
spent in the long haul. 

Consider, Mr. Premier, the negative im¬ 
pact a Holiday Inn woultf have on the aes¬ 
thetic value of that area. You’ve seen one 


Holiday Inn, you’ve seen them all. Anticeptic 
white towel's of stone, glass and balconies. 
Add this to a design roughly comparable to 
Toronto’s City Hall and yew have a mon¬ 
strous structure dominating that whole area 
of the Inner Harbor. 

FORGET all the flowery PR phrases 
about walkways for the public, trees, shrubs, 
etc. They will in no way compensate for the 
disaster of modernistic highrise blight and 
bulk. 

The Reid Centre has not one single re¬ 
deeming feature when considered in the light 
of what that whole* area could be. If ever 
built, it would stand for decades as a monu¬ 
ment to our own stupidity and apathy. 

This is why the provincial government, if 
indeed the provincial government is our last 
court of appeal, should step in and save the 
site before any more bulldozers show up for 
purposes other than ceremonial. 

THE CITIZENS of this area have made 
their views crystal clear on the subject in the 
past. They turned out in droves to public 
hearings and in general, showed a greater 
concern for this than on any other pi'oblem of 
recent vintage. 

It might come to this again. It might once 
again take a massive outpouring of public 
opinion to either show government the Reid 
Centre is not suitable, or to start legal pro¬ 
ceedings to have it stopped. 

California now has a law—environmental 
impact legislation—a law that does indeed 
take into consideration the impact of a proj¬ 
ect on the environment and the citizens have 
some protection as a result. 

I THINK we have become a little lethar¬ 
gic on this Reid Centre thing. We had a 
string beginning only to let it peter out be¬ 
cause of a lack of news from the Reid camp. 

Now, however, Reid is obviously making 
strong moves in conjunction with the Holiday 
Inn people and it behooves every single one 
of us against such a happening, to start mak¬ 
ing strong noises once again. 

Hopefully, again, the provincial govern¬ 
ment will save the Inner Harbor from such a 
disaster. If not, then let us not pass up any 
chance to stop it through the courts. 

It’s D-Day and there’s not much time left 
to us. 


Can t Stand Light

Dear Dr. Thostenon: Is it 
normal for lifht to hurt my 
eyes? I have had this problem 
for 11 years. I am 20 now. I 
can’t stand light, sunlight or 
anything, shining in my eyes 
because it gives me a head¬ 
ache. Do you think I need 
glasses? Or Is it just in my 
mind? — A.E.L. 

Some people are more sen¬ 
sitive to light than others and 
resort to dark glasses. 

But there are specific things 
that can cause photophobia 
(this intolerance of bright 
light). Refractive errors can 
cause it — meaning that you

neefl glasses to correct your 
visual problems. 

Diseases of the cornea and 
conjunctiva (outer eye cover¬ 
ings') can be involved. So can 
some inner eye disorders. 

With this trouble existing 
for 11 years, you should have 
a thorough eye examination 


— not just to s^e whether you 
need glasses, which perhaps 
you do, but to see whether 
any of the rather uncommon 
disorders is present. 

Hear Dr. Thosteson: Is pop¬ 
corn fattening if you don’t eat 
it with butter on it? — Mrs. 
R.Y. 

Plain popcorn averages 380 
calories for three ounces. 
With oil (or butter) it 
averages about 455 calories 
for three ounces. 

Why pot weigh some, so you 
have an idea how much pop¬ 
corn is in an ounce? Then as 
concerns fattening, you’ll 
have some sort of guide to 
how careful you have to be.

Bennett said the six tapes 
all related to a conversation 
the president had with former 
White House counsel John 
Dean on ApriJ 16, 1973. That 
was the day after a 55-minute 
Nixon-Dean meeting at the 
Executive Office Building 
which the White House insists 
was never recorded. 

Bennett indicated Miss 
Woods has kept the other 
eight tapes since the Sept. 29 
weekend when they were 
taken to the presidential re¬ 
treat in Maryland for Nixon to 
review. 

“I understand the purpose 
was that Rose Woods and 
, Steve Bull were to take them 
to Camp David for the pre¬ 
paration of transcripts,” Ben¬ 
nett testified. 

Before Bennett took the 
witness stand, White House 
aide Stephen Bull testified he 
had taken a number of tapes 
to Camp David that weekend, 
and had seen Miss Woods typ¬ 
ing as she listened to some of 
them. Bull said he did not 
know whether she was mak¬ 
ing verbatim transcripts or 
merely taking notes. 

Bull’s testimony prompted 
Siriqa to summon Miss Woods 
as a witness, but a White 
House spokesman gave no in¬ 
dication whether the president 
would permit her to testify. 

Later, Bennett said he had 
had custody of all Nixon’s 
tapes since July 18, when the 
Secret Service was ordered to 
relinquish reponsibility for 
them to White House officials. 

Bennett’s notes about 
access to the tapes, in¬ 
troduced as evidence, seemed 
to indicate that none of the 14 
tapes Miss Woods has in her 
possession covers the April 15 
date at issue. 

Bennett said he had given 
13 tapes to Bull to take to 
Camp David on Sept. 29. He 
said he drove to the camp 
that evening with a 14th re¬ 
cording Bull had requested 
after Bull informed him a re¬ 
cording of the Nixon-Dean 
meeting of April 15 could not 
be found. 

He said Bull returned six of 
the 14 tapes to the White 
House Monday morning, Oct. 
10. and that .the remaining 
eight tapes were retained by 
Miss Woods. 

Bennett testified that the 
morning of Oct. 31, three of 
the six tapes he had kept in 
his personal safe were trans¬ 
ferred to a vault and that the 
other three were retained by 
White House lawyers. 

The three kept by the law¬ 
yers covered the dates for 
which the White House con¬ 
tends there are no recordings 
of conversations between 
Nixon and Dean on April 15 
and between Nixon and 
former attorney-general John 
Mitchell on June 20, 1973. 

Sirica meanwhile met for 80 
minutes with White House 
lawyers and Watergate prose¬ 
cutors to discuss procedures 
for turning over the remain¬ 
ing seven tapes Nixon agreed 
to provide under court order.

OAKLAND, Calif., (UPI) — 
The black Oakland city 
schools superintendent was' 
killed by a shotgun blast and 
his top aide wounded Tuesday 
night IN’ a parking lot near 
their offices. 

Dr. Marcus Foster, 50, who 
came here in 1970 from Phila¬ 
delphia where he was honored 
for his work, was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Highland 
Hospital. 

Assistant superintendent 
Robert Blackburn was taken 
to the same hospital where he 
underwent surgery. His condi¬ 
tion was described as serious. 

Police said the two educa¬ 
tors were accosted by three 
young black men wearing knit 
caps and motorcycle jackets. 
The assailants fled on foot. 
Police said they were trying 
to determine a motive. 

Foster was the associate su¬ 
perintendent of community af¬ 


fairs for the Philadelphia 
school district In 1969 he re¬ 
ceived a Bok Foundation 
award for his outstanding con¬ 
tribution to education in the 
Pennsylvania city. 

When appointed to his 
$42,500-a-year job here, some 
members of the black com¬ 
munity criticized the board of 
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education because it did not 
allow them to join in the se¬ 
lection process. 

Foster’s goal was to bring 
the community into an active 
role in the city’s vast school 
system. He set up the master 
plan citizens committee to aid 
him and other officials in the 
decision-making process. 


There was a widespread 
lack of confidence in the 
school system when he cam# 
here. 

Foster, married and the fa¬ 
ther of one child, recently 
joined in negotiations which 
resulted in a new contract for 
the city’s teachers and avert¬ 
ed a threatened walkout.

OTTAWA (OP) - In a con¬ 
fidential cable to Ottawa Sept. 
24, Canada’s ambassador to 
Chile wrote that the country 
had been “on a prolonged po¬ 
litical binge” before the elect¬ 
ed government of President 
Salvador Allende was 
overthrown by the military. 

Ambassador Andrew Ross 
said in the message to the ex¬ 
ternal affairs department that 
the junta had “assumed the 
probably thankless task” of 
sobering Chile up. 

The remarks are contained 
in a series of diplomatic mes¬ 
sages sent between the de¬ 
partment and the ambassador 
before and after the Sept. U 
coup d’etat that resulted in 
Allende’s death. 

Copies of the dispatches 
were obtained by MP John 
Harney (NDP-Toronto Scar¬ 
borough West), who has urged 
the recall of Ross. 

The government granted 
recognition to the regime in 
Chile Sept. 29. 

In the Sept. 24 cable — the 
most recent in Harney’s col¬ 
lection — Ross said, the junta 
was increasing its control 
over the country, “using 
methods which are to say the 
least indelicate.” 

In a Sept. 20 cable, he 
called the Allende govern¬ 
ment “surely one of the most 
incompetent in recent times.” 

“Only with the greatest re¬ 
luctance” did the military de¬ 
cide that the “institutional 
disintegration and political 
madness of recent months 
had to be arrested by shock 
treatment.” 

Ross said Sept. 20 there 
were no accurate estimates of 
the number of people killed 
after the coup. The deaths in 
the first days of the military 
operation, and killings of vio¬ 
lators of curfew and a mis¬ 
carrying laws were “abhor¬ 
rent but understandable,” he 
wrote.

Detroit Elects Black 

Parties Divide 
Governorships

Resurgent Democrats cap¬ 
tured the New Jersey gover¬ 
norship with a political novice 
Tuesday, but Republicans ral¬ 
lied behind a recent convert 
to win Virginia in the United 
States’ only 1973 statewide 
elections. 

It was the first major bal¬ 
loting since Watergate and 
the Agnew resignation shook 
the national Republican ad¬ 
ministration. 

In New Jersey, Democrat 
Brendan Byrne beat Republi¬ 
can Charles Sandman to be¬ 
come governor. 

Sandman appeared to 
blame his crushing defeat on 
Nixon administration woes. 
He said, “the Republican 
party has taken a smashing 
defeat across the nation. The 
national scene did not help.” 

In Virginia, Republican 
Mills Godwin, a former gover¬ 
nor who left the Democratic 
party when it was taken over 
by liberals, won a narrow vic¬ 


tory over independent Henry 
Howell in the, governor’s race. 

The results made the appar¬ 
ent national lineup of gover¬ 
nors 32 Democratic, 18 Repub¬ 
lican. That would be the 
widest gap since 1968, when 
the Republicans held the 
same margin and the largest 
Democratic contingent since 
1964, when the party con¬ 
trolled 34 statehouses. 

In Detroit, a black state 
senator came from behind to 
win the mayoral race Tues¬ 
day. It was the third major 
U.S. city to elect a black 
mayor this year. Michigan 
state Sen. Coleman A. Young 
overcame a comfortable early 
lead held by former Detroit 
police commissioner John Ni¬ 
chols. 

The Detroit result follows 
the election of two other black 
mayors, Maynard Jackson in 
Atlanta last month, and 
Thomas Bradley in Los An¬ 
geles earlier this year. 

Black candidates also did 
well elsewhere.

$199,800 Slipup 


OAKVILLE, Ont. (UPI)-A 
24-year-old American who ap¬ 
parently collected 5200,000 be¬ 
cause of a 5199,800 bank error 
on a 5200 draft from his 
mother is being sought by po¬ 
lice throughout Canada. 

Police said they had nothing 
more than “speculation” to go 
on in tracing the whereabouts 
of James Garrett of Lynch¬ 
burg, Va. 

Garrett’s windfall came 
Friday, Oct. 26, according to 
Robert Kerr, a oar dealer 
here, who had just hired Gar¬ 
rett as a salesman. 

“He looked like a good kid 
to me, really honestly inter¬ 


ested in working,” said Kerr. 

Police and Kerr recon¬ 
structed the bank error this 
way: 

They said the young man’s 
mother in Lynchburg went to 
the First Merchant's. National 
Bank there after receiving 
her son’s plea for money. 

The draft for 5200 was 
transferred from that bank to 
the Chase Manhattan Bank in 
New York. Chase Manhattan 
in turn got in touch with the 
New York office of the Bank 
of Nova Scotia. 

"It was at this point that 
the error apparently took 
place,” said Kerr; “The peo¬ 
ple at Chase Manhattan ap¬ 
parently phoned the depart¬ 
ment for large money 
transfers rather than the 


small ones. It was assuned 
that 200 meant 200,000.” 

He said the local branch of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia in 
Oakville called Garrett to tell 
him he had 5200,000 waiting 
for him in an American note. 

Kerr said the Oakville 
branch refused to cash the 
note. Garrett, he said, took it 
to the headquarters of the 
Bank of Nova Scotia in Toron¬ 
to. There he was given 520,000 
in U.S. currency and another 
bank note for 5180,000. 

On the following Monday, 
Kerr said, Garrett went back 
to the same bank and got 
579,000 more “for a land 
deal.” Then on the same day 
he flew to Montreal and ob¬ 
tained 5100,000 in travellers’ 
cheques.

Israelis Beef Up Force

LONDON (CP) — Interna¬ 
tional strategic experts here 
believe Israeli forces on the 
west bank of the Suez Canal 
now have little, to fear from 
the possibility of a renewed 
military attempt by Egypt to 
free its encircled 3rd army. 

They say the Israelis have 
moved about six brigades to 
the west bank and have 
roughly the same strength as 
the 3rd Army, most of it 
trapped on the east side of the 
waterway in Sinai. 

One analyst said a general 
military rule is that an offen¬ 
sive break-out requires about 
three times the strength of 
the defending unit.

Studies, said in an interview 
Tuesday that a relatively 
small part of the Israeli west 
bank force could probably 
contain the 3rd Army in the 
case of an offensive, while the 
bulk of the force fended off at¬ 
tacks from any other direc¬ 
tion. 

He said the most likely 
form for any Egyptian offen¬ 
sive would be either a south¬

Other experts here take 
seriously reports that the So¬ 
viet Union has equipped the 
Egyptians with large numbers 
of Scud surface-to-surface 
missiles during the last sever¬ 
al months and that these 
weapons, operated by Soviet 
crews, would be used in any 
new offensive. 

But they dismiss entirely a 
report in the American maga¬ 


zine Aviation Week and Space 
Technology which said the 
missiles are equipped with nu¬ 
clear warheads. 

The analysts acknowledge 
that the missiles can be 
equipped with either conven¬ 
tional or atomic charges but 
they contend that highly-relia- 
ble independent intelligence 
reports show no nuclear war¬ 
heads have been procured.

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A Man in a Hurry 


YV7HILE HENRY KISSINGER, American secre- 
W tary of state, scampers from one Middle 
East capital to another, neither his government 
nor any of those he has approached has disclosed 
even a hint of what sort of message he carries. All 
that is known is that he is hoping to establish some 
sort of rapport that can eventually be extended to 
include all parties to the Mid-East dispute. It is a 
good guess that he may hope eventually, as an em¬ 
issary of goodwill and compromise, to bring Arab 
and Israeli to the negotiating table, and meanwhile 
serve as an intermediary. 

It is a formidable undertaking. 

At this juncture neither side is showing the 
slightest inclination to do more than listen to the 
suggestions which might lessen the tension. Israel 
has turned down the proposal that a relief corridor 
be created for the feeding of the beleaguered Egyp¬ 
tian Third Army and the suggestion she withdraw 
her forces to the Oct. 22 ceasefire lines. Since it is 
patently impossible to delineate them, that aspect 
of Israel’s position is understandable. 


Egypt, on the other hand, refuses to consider 
the mutual withdrawal of forces to pre-war lines 
east and west of the Suez. It would mean giving up 
Egypt’s one territorial advantage gained through 
capture of the Bar-Lev fortifications. 

Yet this sort of arrangement would seem to be 
the only basis for profitable negotiation. 

The United Nations’ peace-keeping force — if 
ever it gets mobile — would presumably set up ob¬ 
servation lines on both sides of Suez to guarantee 
observance of the ceasefire terms. 

It would appear that the two great powers 
most intimately involved in the muddled Middle 
East should be exerting every possible pressure to 
bring about such a compromise. 

The longer some such arrangement is delayed 
the harder will become the attitudes of the con¬ 
tending parties. Already there is a real threat of 
resumption of full-scale battle because neither side 
can accept the current position of stalemate. 

No wonder Mr. Kissinger is in a hurry.

C ANADA COULD COME OUT of a shabby sit¬ 
uation looking rather smart. When the fed¬ 
eral government went back on its word about par¬ 
ticipating in Expo '74 at Spokane we didn’t look a 
bit good. Some uncomplimentary things were said 
and self-criticism was strong.

The exposition host city’s Spokesman-Review 
was more polite in an obviously restrained observa¬ 
tion that “Canada has tarnished its image by ren¬ 
eging on its pledge .. 

It was in May of last year that, with some fan¬ 
fare, Canada announced it would be taking part in 
Expo ’74 scheduled from May to October next year. 
We were the first foreign country to promise sup¬ 
port, and were happy to do so with the fair dedicat¬ 
ed to “tomorrow’s fresh, new environment.” 

Being first off the mark. Canada was given its 
choice of sites on Spokane River islands where ex¬ 
hibits will be concentrated. The plan was for a $1.8 
million ecologically-conscious pavilion that would 
leave no doubt about the concern felt in Canada for 
an improved environment. 

Then in July this year, after a financial review 
of the plans, word came from the Department of 
External Affairs at Ottawa that it was all off. 

A short time later, after disappointment had 
been expressed by the Americans and condemna¬ 
tion had come from some quarters at home, the 
B.C. government’s attitude towards Expo '74 was 
given as another reason for the pull-out. Ottawa 
felt that the province wasn’t overly enthusiastic 
about taking part, so why bother? 


British Columbia hasn’t been too vocal, that’s 
for certain, although mention has been made from 
time to time of a $50,000 exhibit with an environ¬ 
mental theme that would be* proceeded with, come 
what may. 

There may be great activity behind the scenes 
in preparation of something worthy of the oc¬ 
casion, although Provincial Secretary Ernest Hall 
leaves some doubt in a talk to the provincial tourist 
advisory council in Kamloops the other day. He is 
reported to have confirmed B.C. participation at 
the exposition with an exhibit to be staffed by trav¬ 
el counsellors, and possibly including artifacts from 
the provincial museum. 

That doesn’t sound too great, but anyway the 
federal government’s decision a few weeks ago to 
get back into the Expo act calls for some praise, 
and not because of a cut in costs. 

With the way it throw's money around, the 
federal government .couldn’t be too worried about 
the $1.8 million it originally planned to spend, al¬ 
though it makes much of the $500,000 it now is 
going to put out on creation of a park at Spokane. 

A park for people is a much more suitable con¬ 
tribution to the fair than a structure of wood and 
concrete (with tourist spielers?) and it should give 
Canada a good name again, provided the plans are 
followed. They call for the landscaping of one of 
the Expo ’74 islands with open w'oodland and mead¬ 
ows using only natural or recycled materials. 
Forty-five different species of trees are to be plant¬ 
ed and squirrels and chipmunks will be taken from 
Canada to colonize the island. 

Someone in Ottawa had a good idea in calling 
on nature to get us off the hook. 


Hot Breath of War 


Turkish Neutrality Under Pressure 


Spreading like a half¬ 
umbrella in the sensitive area 
north of the Arab world, Tur¬ 
key has managed to avoid 
any conflict throughout its 50 
years as a republic. But its 
neutrality is under continual 
pressure which mounts steep¬ 
ly at times such as the fourth 
Arab-Israeli war. 

During this latest war, the 
Soviet Union, which borders 
on the north-east and controls 
three of its five other neigh¬ 
bors, urged it to open its air 
corridors to all Russian 
planes. The United States, 
whose annual military aid 
averages more than $75 mil¬ 
lion, was interested in using 
the .joint U.S.-Turkish military 
air base only 50 miles from 
the Syrian border. And the 
Arabs of course asked for 
Turkey’s more active support 
appealing to Islamic solidari¬ 
ty, pointing out its oil inter¬ 
ests and reminding the 
country of the Arab backing it 
hopes for over Cyprus. 

★ ★ ★ 

Preserving a balance be¬ 
tween these factors is nothing 
new for Turkey, but recently 
its foreign policy has been in¬ 
creasingly focused on the 
Arab countries. “Baghdad, 
Damascus, Amman, Algiers, 
Beirut, Cairo and Tunis — all 
these have recently been visit¬ 
ed by the Turkish foreign 
minister,” a western diplomat 
in Ankara explains. “Partly 
this is to keep abreast of Sovi- 

* et interests in the first two, 
but it is also to lobby the non- 
aligned countries to preveni 
pro-Makarios resolutions of 

•»**= the sort they passed in 
Lusaka in 1972.” 

* This year the Algiers con- 
ference led to no such resolu- 

* tion and in exchange Turkey 
has given increasing support 

* to its former subjects — but 
t in diplomatic forums, not in 

the field. Here, as before, it* 
; m policy continues to be based 

* on Ataturk’s dictum of “peace

Turkey’s position throughout 
the war was to promote the 
- United Nations Security Coun- 
> \ c.il resolution of November 
. 1967. This calls far the evac- 
nation of occupied territories 
in return for the recognition 
of Israel. 

Turkey had little difficulty

in dealing with U.S. hopes of 
using Turkish-based facilities. 
In 1969 an overall agreement 
was signed between Ankara 
and Washington which specifi¬ 
cally excludes such use of the 
“.joint defence installations” 
as occurred during the 1958 
Lebanon crisis or during the 
U-2 spy flights which con¬ 
tinued until Gary Powers 
crashed in 1960. 

The U.S. has in fact ceased 
to expect help as it knows 
that even if Turkey is one of 
the most cautious members of 
NATO over detente and de¬ 
pends on the U.S. for military 
aid — two squadrons of Phan¬ 
toms are being delivered 
starting next fall—its geogra¬ 
phic position allows it no flexi¬ 
bility where U.S. interests in 
the Middle East are con¬ 
cerned. 

With the Soviet Union the 
position is more complicated. 
The Turkish parliament has 


avoided ratifying a bilateral 
agreement covering Russian 
trucks wishing to cross Tur¬ 
kish territory but sea and air 
traffic remain covered *-4>y 
agreements dating back to the 
19.76 Montreux Convention. 

Under this the Russians 
have to give one week’s no¬ 
tification of warships passing 
through the straits between 
the Black Sea and the Ae¬ 
gean. But they avoid delays 
by usually keeping a perma¬ 
nent stream of requests on 
file. Guided-missile des¬ 
troyers, landing vessels and 
numerous cargo ships have 
been sent through recently to 
build up the Soviet Mediterra¬ 
nean fleet and supply Syria 
and Egypt with arms and 
ammunition. 

The question of revising the 
convention is frequently 
raised. The last time was 
after a 45,000-ton ship “having 
the characteristics of an air¬

craft-carrier,” as one military 
expert cautiously describes it, 
was observed being built in 
the Black Sea. Such a ship 
would require special dispen¬ 
sation. 

But more disturbing is the 
question of air traffic. As long 
as Russian planes carry no 
fixed weapons or cameras 
and fly in certain corridors, 
Turkey has few if any 
grounds to forbid overflights 
and enforcing any ban would' 
immediately become a 
serious NATO problem. 

★ ★ ★ 

The^ Turkish foreign 
ministry has stated that there 
was no upsurge in flights dur¬ 
ing the first 10 days of the 
war and, in private conversa¬ 
tions, the beleagured Israeli 
legation in Ankara insisted 
they had no information to 
disprove this—as did western 
security officials. 

But the fact that Russia 
avoided making greater use 
of Turkish airspace reflects 
as much on the sufficiency of 
other routes as on respect for 
the recent improvement in 
Turkish-Soviet relations. The 
two country’s presidents have 
exchanged visits and Russia’s 
investments in Turkey include 
a large steelworks, but the 
treaty of perpetual friendship 
signed between Lenin and 
Kemal Ataturk proved fragile 
pnough after the Second 
World War when Stalin de¬ 
manded Turkish territory and 
control of the straits. Today it 
only takes a minor incident 
such as a Russian hijacker 
seeking asylum for Turkey to 
remember the daily Soviel 
broadcasts of dissension and 
to recall that the Black Sea 
was an Ottoman lake until the 
Russians began their inexora¬ 
ble expansion southwards. 

As President Cevdet Sunay. 
himself a former ambassador 
to Moscow, said recently: 
“The external dangers are not 
just the Middle East war 
whose hot breath we feel on 
our face. The danger caused 
by the enemies who are dis¬ 
pleased with the rising like a 
sun of the Turkish Republic 
from the decadent Ottoman 
Empire ...is certainly 
greater than the Middle East 
war.”

Riches from the Ocean Floor 


Howard Hughes is begin¬ 
ning to mine the ocean off the 
coast of Nicaragua to harvest 
the rich mineral nodules that 
lie, strewn like pebbles, on 
the seabed 10.000 to 16,000 
feet down. 

The reclusive multi¬ 
millionaire has sent to sea the 
most advanced marine min¬ 
ing vessel in the world, the 
Glomar Explorer, which was 
designed in secrecy in Los 
Angeles by Global Marine 
Inc. Joining it off this Central 
American republic will be an 
elephantine submersible 
barge, which was also built 
behind barriers by the Ocean 
Systems Division of Lockheed. 

When Hughes took up resi¬ 
dence here in the spring of 
1972, everyone wondered why. 
Now we know. Associates of 
the Nicaraguan dictator, Gen. 
Anastasio Somoza n, tell me 
that Somoza invited Hughes to 
be his guest so that they could 
discuss, under a pall of com¬ 
petitive secrecy, his ideas for 
an offshore base for recover¬ 
ing thousands of tons a week 
of copper, nickel, manganese 
and cobalt from the floor of 
the Pacific. 


The earthquake which ra¬ 
vaged Managua last De¬ 
cember, killing more than 
10,000 people, sent Hughes 
hurrying to London. But long- 
range talks have continued 
between his Park Lane pent¬ 
house and Somoza’s hilltop 
mansion at El Retiro, outside 
the city. 

It is 100 years since the 
British exploration ship, HMS 
Challenger, discovered the 
existence of mineral-bearing 
nodules, but until recently 
there was no way of recover¬ 
ing them in quantity. Now the 
technology which launched 
the North Sea oil bonanza has 
helped to open up a new era. 

The Hughes-Somoza part¬ 
nership ignores a United Na¬ 
tions resolution declaring the 
riches of the ocean a common 
heritage to be shared by all 
mankind. The partnership’s 
operations lend urgency to a 
meeting of 91 nations to be 
held next May to prepare a 
new law of the sea to control 
ocean exploration for the 
common good. 

The alternative, experts 
fear, i* a free-for-all of the 
kind wluch caused so much 
conflict and human misery 
during the colonial grabs of 
the 19th century in Africa. 


The stakes in the game are 
tremendous: Enough strategic 
minerals to supply man’s 
need for as far into the future 
as we can see, and at a frac¬ 
tion of today’s prices. The 
nodules, formed by precipita¬ 
tion of metal ions in the 
water, carpet areas of the 
ocean bed in concentrations 
of 50.000 tons per square mile, 
with the best-known grades in 
a triangle between southern 
California, Hawaii and Pana¬ 
ma. 

Managuan aides pass on 
Hughes’s wishes to Gen. So¬ 
moza. his son the “crown 
prince" Tachito. and a group 
of generals who run this 
country as if it were a com¬ 
pany store. Somoza, reported 
to have allowed his troops to 
pillage the ruined capital 
while it was under martial 
law, has emerged froip last 
year’s disaster with his power 
lavishly reinforced by United 
States moral, fnaterial and 
military aid. 

Other companies are al¬ 
ready building rival mining 
ships and pilot plants; all are 
carrying out costly research 
in the Pacific, Atlantic and 
Indian oceans, where the Rus¬ 
sians are also at work. 


They include a consortium, 
headed by pioneering U.S. sea¬ 
mining expert Dr. John Mero. 
consisting of some 24 overlap¬ 
ping companies. Mero gave

me a rough run-down of their 
plans to process millions of 
tons of the potato-sized nod¬ 
ules. 

Within the next 20 years, 
Mero predicts, the entire free 
world copper supply will 
come from the sea. radically 
changing the balance of world 
trade. 

Mero and his friends admit 
that Hughe’s new umbrella 
company, Summa Inc. of 
Houston, Tex., has stolen a 
march on them, and they con¬ 
cede that Hughes’s equipment 
is far more sophisticated than 
anything available to them. 

One known feature is the 
roofed, 300 by 100 foot sub¬ 
mersible. the HMB1 (for 
Hughes Mining Barge) whose 
walks contain stabilizing bal- 
lavSt tanks. It is held in place, 
when submerged below Glo¬ 
mar Explorer, by 150-foot- 
long docking legs and tubular 
stability controls. A steel pipe 
passed through the ship’s bot¬ 
tom is connected by divers to 
a dredgehead, reportedly 50 
feet wide, on the barge. Then 
the vessel lowers a 4,000-ton 
dredge pipe thousands of feet 
long. 


A Long History 


As the explorer crawls for¬ 
ward at a knot or two. the 
self-propelled equipment on 
the bottom skims the floor 
like some giant vacuum 
cleaner. 

Hughes profited hugely 
from the technology of the lat¬ 
est and most costly public- 
funded oceanic project, the 
Glomar Challenger’s four- 
year exploration of the 
seabed. 


The Challenger was a pint- 
sized fore-runner of the 618- 
foot Hughes Glomar Explorer. 
It was built and equipped five 
years ago for the National 
Science Foundation at a cost 
of $80 million. The Challenger 
(named after her famous 
British predecessor) carried 
out drilling experiments at as¬ 
tonishing depths on a voyage 
rated among the most 
successful in oceanic history. 

Hughes hastened to com¬ 
mission his own much larger, 
more complex version. 

• Another reason why Hughes 
is leading the pack was given 
by the agent of a U.S. metal¬ 
dealing firm : he has the cash.

to step to the back of the car. 
An attempt to hold the door 
open for a latecomer invited a 
rebuke on some lifts. 

“Please let ti?e doors close! 
You are delaying service.” 
said the disembodied opera¬ 
tor. a nasty edge to his voice. 

“The voice in my building 
sounded just like the fellow 
who narrated my army basic 
training film on disassembly 
of the Browning automatic 
rifle.” recalled a middle-aged 
passenger. 

Gadget-minded people have 
been toying with the idea of a 
vertical ride since Roman 
times. Many kinds of power 
were used -slaves, animals, 
counterweights, water, and 
wind. In the 17th century. Ve- 
layer, a French builder, in¬ 
vented a “flying chair.” 

But it was not until 1854. at 
the World’s Fair in New 
York, that the elevator and 
the elevator industry got off 
the ground. An ingenious me¬ 
chanic from Yonkers, Elisha 
Groves Otis, demonstrated a 
hoisting device at the Crystal 
Palace that had a safety 
catch to keep the platform 
from plummeting. 


Otis would raise himself to 
the ceiling and dramatically 
slash the rope as spectators 
gasped and paled. Then he 
f would proclaim. “All safe, 
gentlemen. All safe!” 

A newspaper reported: “We 
may well allude to an eleva¬ 
tor, or a macbineCfor hoisting 
goods, which attracts atten¬ 
tion by the apparent daring of 
the inventor, who, as he rides 
up and down on the platform, 
occasionally cuts the rope by 
which it is supported.” 

The public was skeptical 
and sales were slow until the 
years after the U.S. Civil War 
marked a rapid rise in build¬ 
ing heights. With demand for 
elevators came improve¬ 
ments. Invention of a high¬ 
speed, hydraulic system per¬ 
mitted the machines to go as 
high as engineers could erect 
masonry. 

Installation of the first 
successful electric elevator in 
1889 helped set the stage for 
the American contribution to 
world architecture—the sky¬ 
scraper with a steel skeleton. 


Hughes's crash program Is 
also prompted by the calcula¬ 
tion that early profits will he. 
as Mero says, “phenomenal.” 
Firstcomers could expect to 
undercut with ease the sky- 
high current prices for miner¬ 
als. Compared with land-min¬ 
ing, where $4 of capital may 
produce $1 a year, $1 will re¬ 
turn at least $3 from ocean 
minerals. 

Not all experts agree with 
his estimates, but even when 
world prices fall with the ex¬ 
pansion of sea-mining. Hughes 
will be all right. "With no 
taxes to pay, he’ll easily be 
able to meet the competition 
from high-tax Europe and 
Japan,” a copper company 
executive said. 

Near Managua's airport a 
mobile-home colony is rising. 
Managua's population has 
been reduced by the quake to 
a fifth of its former size and 
much of the city is wasteland, 
but the mobile homes are not 
for the homeless; they will 
eventually house file staff and 
engineers of the mining proj¬ 
ect. ^ 


The U.S. embassy disclaims 
knowledge of Hughes’s plans, 
which will add to the heavy 
American political and finan¬ 
cial stake in Nicaragua, built 
up over half a century. 

While the U.S. officially 
supported the UN resolution 
on oceanbed exploitation, both 
industry and the Pentagon 
favor any move to ensure a 
stable supply of strategic min¬ 
erals. On top of 20 per cent of 
its copper, the United States 
imports 84 per ceqt of its 
nickel, 80 per cent of its man¬ 
ganese and 92 per cent of its 
cobalt (all vital in steel-mak¬ 
ing » — mostly from “unsta¬ 
ble” countries. 

Before coming to Managua 
I talked with experts at the 
Centre for the Study of Demo¬ 
cratic Institutions, a Califor¬ 
nia think-tank which has in¬ 
cluded men like Nobel 
laureate Linus Pauling. Dr. 
Henry Kissinger. Britain's Dr. 
Alex Comfort and Lord Rit- 
chie-Calder. now a UN consul¬ 
tant on oceanic resources. 
The centre planned the 1970 
UN conference in Malta 
where 250 scientists and politi¬ 
cal leaders made the first 
practical attempt to devise a 
workable ocean regime, one 
which might generate income 
for smaller nations to share. 


"The Law of the Sea confer¬ 
ence is our one hope,” Rit- 
chie-Calder said. “Hughes 
may have found a new place 
to hide the bottom of the 
sea — but he won’t long be 
there alone. These industrial 
privateers are going in for a 
system much like opencast 
mining. Some wall do their pri¬ 
mary refining at sea, dump¬ 
ing acid and alkaline wastes 
and tailings overboard. No¬ 
body knows what effect this 
will have on ocean ecology.” 

Ritohie-Calder fears that 
without a rule of law, private 
navies of giant corporations 
will be protecting claims like 
feudal barons. “It isn’t hard 
to see armed conflicts be¬ 
tween nations as a result. 
Chile. Zambia and Peru have 
already denounced this 
ncramble." 


“Of course they have.” re¬ 
plied Dr. Mero, the consul¬ 
tant. "Massive production of 
minerals at a fifth or a tenth 
of land prices will signal the 
end of land mining and its 
vested interests. 

“If the mineral producing 
countries really want to make 
money, they can go to sea like 
us. As for the UN collecting 
royalties, the poorer countries 
would do better to make good 
on their own with the help of 
the cheap minerals we'll be 
producing; self-help, that’s the 
way.” 
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Middlescence 
Troublesome 
Time of Life

NEW YORK (AP) — Middlescence, It Is claimed. Is 
a crisis period that calls for special understanding by 
employers. It Is a traumatic, sometimes debilitating 
change of life that hits men between ages 35 and 55. 

If the corporation doesn’t know how to deal with 
middlescence in its midst, says the American Man¬ 
agement Associations, It might find itself “drained of 
crucial managerial resources,” because the middles- 
cent Is a troubled man. 

Add the word to the vocabulary that describes cor¬ 
porate management, a group so thoroughly studied, 
analysed and labelled that one wonders how further 
studies can do more than create more labels and 
phrases. 

Once the middle management men who are prone 
to middlescence were called bureaucrats. Now they are 
likely to be called technocrats, a word popularized by 
John Kenneth Galbraith, the Canadian-born Harvard 
economist and litterateur. 

A technocrat is the product of technology and 
specialization, and he is a member of the technocracy, 
the amalgam of specialists, scientists, engineers and 
technicians found in most targe corporations. 

No one technocrat can move a corporation; it takes 
the merged energies of many of them to produce a 
decision or other result. The individual Is subordinated, 
which is frustrating enough. 

The disease of middlescence, If it actually exists, 
probably has its origins way back when the young man 
joins the company, full of hope and ambition. He 
Impresses management, and soon he is on a fast track. 

Remember that phrase “fast track.” All young men 
want to get on it, because it means they have been 
marked out for quick ascendancy through middle man¬ 
age m^ut. 

The fast track rider enjoys life thoroughly for a 
while, and probably a long time. But he sometimes gets 
derailed, disillusioned, dispirited. By middle age he 
might not look ahead any more but, Instead, reflect 
wistfully on life. 

Such a frustrated man, we are told by Auren Uris, 
author of The Frustrated Titan, subtitled The Emascu¬ 
lation of the Executive, may dissipate in extra-tech¬ 
nical ways. 

If that doesn’t get him expelled from membership, 
or if he doesn’t fall victim to middlescence, he might 
find himself tied to the technostructure for life by the 
golden fetters. 

What are they? Says Peter Druker In The Age of 
Discontinuity, they are the pension plans, stock options, 
delayed compensation schemes and the life that bind a 
man to the company, that make it Impossible for him 
to leave.

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Oil Dispersants 

Carry Own Menace

OTTAWA (CP) — One of the 
main problems faced by crews using 
chemicals to clean up oil spills has 
been that the oil-dispersing agents 
themselves often are pollutants. 

With this in mind, the environ¬ 
ment department announced Monday 
a set of guides on the use and accep¬ 
tability of chemical dispersants. 

“We recognize the potential of 
chemical dispersion as a technique for 
combatting oil spills, but we must be 
selective about their use,’* Environ¬ 
ment Minister Jack Davis said in a 
news release. 

“Most marketed products have 
properties that can cause as much or 
more damage to the environment as 
oil could do if left untreated." 

The main problem with disper¬ 
sants is that the oil becomes mixed 
with the water, instead of staying on 
the surface where it presents the 
most obvious pollution threat. 

But breaking oil down into drop¬ 
lets to increase its biodegradability 


also increases its surface area and 
thus presents a more insidious threat 
to marine organisms. 

The guides, published as a 54-page 
booklet, are intended for use by fed¬ 
eral and provincial pollution control 
agencies as well as the petroleum, 
chemical and transportation indus¬ 
tries and consulting firms. 

“Only dispersants that satisfy the 
acceptability criteria shall be al¬ 
lowed for use and, except in the case 
of extreme emergency, only with the 
express permission of Environment 
Canada or delegated provincial au¬ 
thorities,” says the introduction to 
the guides. 

Alberta, however, forbids the use 
of dispersants even in an emergency, 
without provincial approval. 

“Uses,” says the guide, “are limit¬ 
ed to well-specified spill situations 
and a detailed report on each use is 
required.” 

It says no highly toxic compounds 
can be used and all dispersants must 
satisfy strict toxicity and biodegrada¬ 
bility standards. 


Energy Cut U.S. Hot Potato

WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
spectre of a painful energy 
shortage for the United States 
grows by the day and plans to 
cope with it are multiplying in 
government offices, but cut¬ 
ting down voluntarily on the 
use of fuel still seems to get a 
low priority from the plan¬ 
ners. 

Part of the reason lies in 
the Nixon administration’s 
chronic distaste for “jaw-bon¬ 
ing” or attempting to per¬ 
suade the public to follow a 
particular course.

Always reluctant to be the 
first to present the public with 
bad news neither the Demo¬ 
cratic-con trolled Congress nor 
the Republican administration 
has yet produced the sort of 
legislation which both sides 
privately concede is months 
overdue. 

The cut-off of oil- from the 
Middle East as a result of 
U.S. support for Israel has 
worsened the prospects of 
winter shortage. Even before 
the Arab producers turned off 


the tap, however, there were 
forecasts that oil supplies 
would be light and that legis¬ 
lation would be essential to 
channel available supplies to 
the neediest customers. 

Energy experts, who calcu¬ 
late the U.S. wastes between 
25 and 40 per cent of its en¬ 
ergy production, have tried for 
years to interest the govern¬ 
ment, industry and the pub¬ 
lic in a serious conservation 
program. 

So far, the reaction has 
been barely visible. 

President Nixon and his 
chief energy advisers have 
made occasional appeals to 
the public to save on energy 
but most of their public state¬ 
ments and actions have been 
directed elsewhere — to the 
need far more offshore drill¬ 
ing relaxed air-quality stand¬ 
ards, rapid passage by Con¬ 


gress of a trans-Alaska pipe¬ 
line bill and greater incentives 
for the oil and gas industry. 

The corridors in govern¬ 
ment office buildings have be¬ 
come dimmer, as some of the 
lights are removed and Trea¬ 
sury Secretary George Shultz 
has let it be known that he 
has turned off one of his desk 
lamps. 

The airlines have reduced 
some flights, a move they 
were hoping to make anyway 
because of unfilled seating 
capacity. And many public 
utlities have appealed to cus¬ 
tomers to lower their therm¬ 
ostats and seal their win¬ 
dows to conserve fuel. 

But measures such as those 
ordered by Governor Tom 
McCall of Oregon, including a 
part-time ban on display light¬ 
ing and possible changes in

Nixon’s Hopes vs. Reality 

Popular Support D&wn to 27 Per Cent 


By ROBERT J. TAYLOR 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
One year ago, a seemingly 
confdient and very much in 
charge Richard Nixon out¬ 
lined a second term program 
of open government dedicat¬ 
ed to internal reform that 
would regenerate a spirit of 
national greatness. 

Permissiveness and a gov¬ 
ernment that promised more 
than could be delivered had 
brought the nation to “a very 
great spiritual crisos” in the 
late 1960s, as he saw it. 

But a leaner government 
that asked more of its citizens 
would nurture “a new spirit 
of independence, self-reliance, 
pride, that I sense in the 
American people,” Nixon 
said. 

Nixon could justifiably be 
positive about his intenions 
and commanding in his sense 
of leadership in that Nov. 5 in¬ 
terview. 

His 560 million re-election 
campaign was at an end with 
polls showing a landslide vic¬ 
tory in store—a mandate to 
conduct government his way 
that could not be denied. He 
enjoyed the editorial support 
of over 70 per cent of the na¬ 
tion’s newspapers. 

The polls were right. Two 
days later he received the 
greatest presidential electors^ 
plurality in history, a sweep 
of every state but one, a per¬ 
centage vote just a hair below 
the all-time record. 

In the only poll that really 
counts, Nixon found his lead¬ 
ership approved by better 
than 01 per cent of the Ameri¬ 
can voters.

President Nixon won re-election by a landslide 
of historic dimensions a year ago this week and 
was endorsed by 61 per cent of the American elec¬ 
torate. 

But last weekend the gallup poll showed his 
popular support had toboganned to just 27 per cent 
because of the events of Watergate. This article 
tells of Nixon’s promises and hopes of then and the 
realities he faces now. 


The victory Was impressive, 
but from Nixon’s perspective 
not perfect. He did not carry 
either House of Congress. His 
party lost a governorship. 
And Republican National 
Chairman Bob Dole, suggest¬ 
ed it was a Nixon victory, but 
not a party win. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nixon promised on the 1972 
election eve: “We Are going 
to continue to play a great 
role in the world because that 
is the only way you can have 
the peace we talk about.” 

And he pledged that by 
boosting the forces of law end 
older, appointing stricter 
judges, he would deal with 
problems such as crimes arid 
drugs that “came as a result 
of those of us who basically 
have a responsibility of lead¬ 
ership not recognizing that 
above everything else you 
must not weaken a people’s 
character.” 

Further, he would trim a 
“bloated” bureaucracy he 
said was “too big” and "too 


expensive.” “Massive hand¬ 
outs” to the people would 
stop. 

Nixon retired to Camp 
David in the fall and reshuf¬ 
fled if^ not actually reduced 
the top echelon bureaucracy. 
He ended American involve¬ 
ment in the Vietnam war, 
partially by renewed massive 
bombing of North Vietnam. 
The prisoners of war came 
home. A legislative program 
•bearing his intentions to re¬ 
duce or discard a host of fed¬ 
eral social programs was pre¬ 
pared for congresss. 

His* midwinter mandate, as 
measured by opinion polls, 
was 68 per cent—a near 
record high for any president. 
★ ★ ★ 

And then came Watergate. 

In short order the nearly 
dormant scandal over the 
June, 1972, burglary and bug¬ 
ging of Democratic national 
headquarters flamed into 
charges of complicity In high 
White House circles and a 
million dollar cover-up. 


Nixon was forced to dismiss 
his closest associates. 

The Senate Watergate hear¬ 
ings began. Questions were 
raised about government ex¬ 
penditures on improvements 
of Nixon properties. The spe¬ 
cial Watergate prosecutor 
eyed illegal campaign con¬ 
tributions from milk men and 
others. Nixon’s two-time run¬ 
ning mate, Spiro Agnew, 
pleaded no contest to income 
tax evasion and resigned. 

On Aug. 17, public approval 
of Nixon's conduct of office, 
measured by a poll, stood at 
38 per cent. A study by con¬ 
gressional quarterly disclosed 
that while Nixon was able to 
keep congress from running 
away from him, there had 
been deep erosion of support 
among usually dependable 
Republicans. Legislation by 
veto increased. It was easier 
to get one-third support 
against overriding a veto than 
majority support for the pres¬ 
ident’s own program. 

Nixon was forced again and 
again to explain and defend 
his role in Watergate. The 
court fight over his secret 
Watergate tapes went on. 
Thefre was the firing of the 
special prosecutor. The neces¬ 
sity of giving in. The two 
missing tapes.

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‘Study Ecology First’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Mas¬ 
sive ecological studies should 
precede any expansion or re¬ 
location of Vancouver Inter¬ 
national Airport, says (he eco¬ 
logist who studied the St. 
Scholastique, Que. site for the 
new Montreal International 
Airport. 

Pierre Dansereau, who won 
this year’s Canadian Geo¬ 
graphical society Massey 
Medal for his pioneering 
study of (he St. Scholastique 
site, said Monday an equally 
extensive study should be 
done in Vancouver. 

Although the St. Scholasti¬ 
que ecological assessment 
was not an exact model for 
similar studies elsewhere, 
Dansereau said the study 
method was applicable to 
Vancouver. 

Dansereau called for legis¬ 
lation at all levels of govern¬ 
ment to make ecological 
assessment mandatory for air¬ 
ports, urban development, oil 
tanker development, pipelines 
and hydro-electric plants. 

“They must pass the ecolo¬ 
gical test as well as the eco¬ 
nomic test,” he said. 


“The time has come to 
contest decisions made by pol¬ 
iticians on political grounds 
and on economic grounds.” 

Dansereau said the James 
Bay power project in Quebec 
was an example of economic 
and political factors out¬ 
weighing ecological factors. 


He showed slides of the St. 
Scholastique study showing 
how plant and animal life 
were catalogued and consid¬ 
ered in planning the airport 
there. 

“There are vast areas of 
bog in the approximate centre 
of the (airport) area. 


“Through a miscalculation 
early in the planning a major 
runway was to go through this 
area ...” 

The study was designed “to 
go several steps beyond pro¬ 
tection of the airport environ¬ 
ment.”

The Maritime Museum of 
B.C. has received one-quarter 
of its promised $25,000 federal 
grant, the director, Col. J. W.

In addition, Symons said, a 
$500 grant has been received 
from the Leon and Thea 
Koemer Foundation to help in 
the assembling of information 
on Royal Navy ships which 
served in British Columbia 
waters.

Costs Force 
PWA Jump

Rising costs connected with service have forced Pacific 
Western Airlines to increase passenger fares. The increases 
will go into effect Dec. 1 unless there is an objection by the 
air transport board of the Department of Transport, the com¬ 
pany said Tuesday. 

An airline spokesman confirmed that the route of major 
interest here, from Victoria to Vancouver, is not affected by 
the increase. However, the flight from here to Seattle has 
been raised $1 from $17 one way and several fares from other 
Vancouver Island points up by as much as $3. Some others 
are unchanged. 

The reason for the maintenance of the current $13 one¬ 
way tariff between Vancouver and Victoria is that the route 
is shared with Air Canada. Pacific Western stated that the 
fare will only increase if Air Canada makes a similar move. 

An Air Canada offical said Tuesday that there is no im¬ 
mediate plan to increase the fare. However, senior airline of¬ 
ficials for both Air Canada and CP Air have said recently 
that a general increase can be expected. 

PWA President Donald Watson said that the Increase, 
which averages at about 6.5 per cent over the line’s system, 
will increase revenue by about $2 million in a year, but $1.5 
million of it will be absorbed by costs to the end of 1974. 

Watson added that recent further costs of imported fuel 
may lead to yet another round of fare increases at a later 
date. 

The company Tuesday also released its nine-months fi¬ 
nancial report. It showed that net earnings of $2,113,000 com¬ 
pared with $2,085,000 at the same period last year. Operating 
revenues for the period were up to $54.9 million against $43.1 
million while operating expenses for the period jumped from 
$35.6 million to $46.5 million.

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Spavital Takes Rap for Bomber Failure 


Spavital 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Win¬ 
nipeg Blue Bombers of the 
Western Football Conference 
released head coach Jim Spa¬ 
vital Tuesday. 

General manager Earl 
Lunsford made the announce¬ 
ment at a hastily-called news 
conference, saying the club’s 
board of directors unanimous¬ 
ly agreed on the decision only 
hours previously. 

“Firing coaches or releas¬ 
ing players Is the tough part 
of this job,” Lunsford said, 


"but this was the toughest be¬ 
cause I’ve known Jim since 
high school.” 

Lunsford hired Spavital da 
1970 and last year re-signed 
him to a two-year contract. 

Spavital was not present At 
the news conference and was 
not immediately available for 
comment. 

Lunsford said the decision 
to release Spavital after the 
Bombers finished last in the 
WFC with a record of four 
wins, 11 losses and one tie, 


was reached after assessing 
the “total picture of the 
coach’s performance.” 

“People say we had a built- 
in excuse with the loss of Jim 
Thorpe and Mack Herron. But 
we had been trying to trade 
Thorpe before he was arrest¬ 
ed and we had recruited a 
wide receiver, so I think we 
only needed one player. 

“Sure you can never re¬ 
place a Thorpe or a Herron, 
but somewhere throughout the 
year we should have been 


able to make adjustments. Is 
this club so poor that two 
players make the team?” 

Thorpe, a wide receiver, 
and Herron, a running back, 
were both all-stars in 1972 and 
accounted for 27 touchdowns 
between them.. 

Herron was also the leading 
rusher in the Canadian Foot¬ 
ball League and finished sec¬ 
ond to Gamey Henley as the 
most valuable player in the 
CFL. 

Both were arrested and 


charged with dhig offences 
just prior to the 1973 season 
and the Blue Bombers imme¬ 
diately released them and 
they were waived through the 
CFL. 

Lunsford said he shares the 
blame for the Bombers’ poor 
performance this season “if I 
didn’t get the players to re¬ 
place Thorpe^nd Herron.’’ 

“But I think this football 
club was good enough to 
make the playoffs.” 

Lunsford said the reasons 


for the dismissal are varied, 
but “the sum total of it all 
boils down to win or lose.” 

“A lot of problems hap¬ 
pened this year, some of them 
coaching, some injuries, some 
it breaks. You can’t control 
breaks. You can’t control 
injuries, you can control 
coaches; and some part of it 
is coaching. 

“When looking towards 
building for 1974 it was felt 
the vote of confidence in 
coach Spavital wasn’t there 


and that we needed to make 
changes.” 

Spavital was a running back 
for the Bombers in 1951 after 
two seasons with Baltimore 
Colts. He was assistant coach 
with Saskatchewan Roughrid- 
ers for two years before join¬ 
ing the Bombers. 

Spavital’s firing leaves 
Bombers with half of their 
coaching staff from the 1973 
season. Offence-line coach 
Leroy Montgomery quit im¬ 
mediately after the final 
game.

It beats me 


Magnificent. 

That was the word that came to mind Saturday night at 
Empire Stadium, and it was there again in the early hours of 
Tuesday morning while watching the television version of the 
game which put B.C. Lions into the Western Football Confer¬ 
ence playoffs at the expense of Calgary Stampeders. There 
have been performances which produced more impressive 
statistics, but few have matched the magnificence of the con¬ 
tribution fullback Johnny Musso made to what was probably 
the most significant victory in recent years for the Lions. It 
was worth the trip to the Mainland, the overnight stay, and, 
yes, even the unfortunate afternoon at Exhibition Park, to 
have been among the 28,479 who saw it in live action. 

The 23-year-old former iJniversity of Alabama All- 
American, in only a few games this season reasonably free of 
the painful foot problems which have plagued him throughout 
most of his football career, gave a superb display of determi¬ 
nation and just plain guts — an inelegant word, but one which 
fits better here than fortitude or courage. 

Statistics tell only part of the story. They show that the 
Lions ran the balF39 times and passed it 29 times for a total 
of 68 scrimmage plays other than kicking. And they show 
that Musso got 101 yards in 27 running plays, and that he 
added 69 more yards with a team high of seven receptions to 
account for 55 per cent of the 306 yards his chib netted. 

These are figures which can be appreciated, but they 
don’t show that Musso managed them against a stubborn, 
aware defence which didn’t get deserved credit in game 
stories, and which made him pay heavily for almost every 
yard. They don’t show that most of his receptions were made 
behind the line of scrimmage, and that he had to batter and 
claw his way for much more yardage that could be credited 
in passing statistics. They don’t show that he again did his 
blocking duties well when blocking was his role, they don’t 
record the gloom that pervaded Empire Stadium when he 
limped off the field late in the first quarter, or the relief 
which greeted his reappearance in the lineup. And they don’t 
show how he set up the tduchdown he scored on a third-down 
plunge and the two field goals Ivan MacMillan managed in 
five chances, or how he enabled his club to play a ball-control 
game. 

★ ★ ★ 

The B.C. pal tern for the game was set when quarterback 
Don Moorhead called Musso’s number six times in a row im¬ 
mediately the Lions got their first chance to move the ball, 
and had Musso respond with 31 yards on five carries and 11 
yards on a screen pass. With Musso accounting for least half 
of their 22 first downs, most of the time on second-down situa¬ 
tions, the Lions were in possession for more than 19 minutes 
in the first half and for more than 39 minutes for the game. 

Musso's performance tends to shade other efforts, but the 
Lions had many good ones in measuring the Stampeders and 
taking another step in the coming-of-age process which 
almost started too late. 

Bud Magrum, a rookie import who barely escaped the 
training camp cuts and then improved steadily to become an 
outstanding end,'was perhaps the best of the defence line. 
But Canadian-tackle Gary Robinson wasn’t far behind, and 
there were solid performances from tackle Garrett Huns- 
perger and Canadian-veteran Greg Findlay, making one of 
his few starting appearances. 

Behind the front four was a solid set of linebackers, led, of 
course, by the roaming Ray Nettles and including Mike 
Walker, a former down lineman who may have found his best 
position at the comer linebacking slot he has filled in the two 
victories which brought the club playoff action. 

Aided by an alert, tough-minded defence backfield, this 
crew cut off the Calgary running attack. And it managed 
enough pressure to bother the easily-worried Pete Liske, who 
didn’t show much of his old passing authority except in the 
one drive which brought Stampeders their first touchdown in 
three games against the Lions this season. On offence, what 
has developed into the best line the Lions have had since the 
glory days of Joe Kapp, gave Moorhead good protection, even 
managing to hold John Helton to a good game instead of the 
over-powering one he usually turns in. With Moorhead steadi¬ 
ly developing into a fine quarterback, the Lions are almost 
there as regards talent — perhaps no more than two players 
away — and they are showing signs of the maturity needed to 
win. They were a poised team against the Stampeders, shak¬ 
ing off penalties which cost them two first-half touchdowns 
and taking charge again on defence immediately after that 
one Calgary show of power. 

★ ★ ★ 

But that’s history now, and on Sunday it’s the WFC semi¬ 
final in Regina and the question, of whether the Lions have 
yet progressed far enough to be able to whip Saskatchewan 
Roughriders on their home field. Well, don’t discount the pos¬ 
sibility, but if you do feel inclined to wager on the West 
Coasters it would be only sensible to insist on getting some 
points. 

Playing in Regina, CFL coaches agree, makes it 0-7 
before the first kickoff. They maintain that CFL officiating, 
which never really seems to improve, is at Us worst in- 
Regina, whose rabid, close-to-the-field fans pysche out game 
officials as well as the opposing team. Count in the likelihood 
of bad weather, and the worse it is the better for the Riders, 
and the edge becomes greater. 

But. that’s only part of it for the Lions. They’ve never 
been able to handle Ron Lancaster, they haven’t won a game 
in Taylor Field since 1965, they were counting on getting Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos in the semi and instead got the Riders com¬ 
ing off a bad game — and that’s almost always a bad thing 
for the next team. 

Perhaps the Lions are going to be one of those teams of 
destiny, but whether they carry on is not as important as 
having made the chance. Winning that game last Saturday 
should ensure that there will be no sweeping changes on a 
club that is almost there. When the story of Eagle Keys and 
the Lions is complete, it could well be that the highlight came 
on Oct. 28 in Winnipeg, where punter Eric Guthrie threw a 
pass from his 20-yard line in a third-and-eight situation. Starl¬ 
ing the touchdown drive which brought a 22-17 win over'the 
Blue Bombers and made the Saturday game meaningful, it 
could have been the play that turned things around for a club 
which had seemed unable to shake the losing habits hi eight 
years. * ' -

Antlerless deer season opens on Vancouver Island on Sat¬ 
urday, but hunters are reminded there are a growing number 
of places reserved for buck shooting only. 

There will bo NO open season on antterless deer in the 
watershed of the south fork of the Nanaimo River; the Copper 
Canyon area of MB Chemainus operations, plus the watershed 
of Chipman (Boulder) Creek and all lands betweentwo 
ureas; WFI Gordon River operations; watershed of the Wrote 
River; watersheds of the Tsolum and Puntledge Rivers, and 
all lands lying between these watersheds, plus the watershed 
of Piggott Creek which is also known as the south fork of the 
Oyster River. 

Antlerless season ends Nov. 18 and only one antlerless 
deer is allowed. 

Pheasant and quail seasons close after Monday. 

This year all logging companies are in accord with their 
closing day for Remembrance Day holiday. 

They will all close Monday, which means logging roads 
will be open for hunter access on Monday. Usually there is a 
schemozzle over access on this holiday weekends, some com¬ 
panies working the holiday and taking either the Friday or 
Monday off to create utter confusion with public access. But 
this year Remembrance Day is on a Sunday, and Monday is 
the holiday for almost everyone. 

Snow and mud may make hunter access along the log¬ 
ging roads difficult this holiday weekend. 

Some timber operations are already closed down.

Public access to logging roads is creating problems for 
the logging companies, but they are the first to admit that 
not all the problems are caused by recreationists. 

But, to make this public access problem work there has 
to be a s»v?w of more responsibility on the part of all users. 

If recreationists see someone creating damage or stealing 
they should report it to logging company officials or RCMP 
immediately. Those people are only hurting everyone, and 
the result could be curtailment of access in some areas. 

Recently, I attended a meeting of lower Island timber 
managers and listened to their problems. 

MacMillan Bloedel, which has only iust started providing 
oamping and picnicking facilities, lost 60 garbage cans from 
its recreational areas this year. 

B.C. Fores* Products security manager Dan McAlister 
said his company has started to “monitor our losses, and 
they are significant” 

Arson was blamed for a firs which burned down the 
Caycuse light plant at a 56,000 loss. 

A grappler, worth 53.000 was stolen, but I find it hard to 
blame recreationists for that. 

Timber managers didn’t blame recreationists for the in¬ 
creasing loss of power saws. It isn’t likely hunters would very 
often just happen to shimble on carefully hidden saw's, they 
noted. , 

The major thefts listed by timber companies are blasting 
caps, fuse caps, power saws and tools. 

I have long maintained that timber companies have a re¬ 
sponsibility to secure that kind of equipment, just like any 
other business or householder. The day is gone when equip¬ 
ment can be simply left out in the bush. 

But, there are other losses of great personal concern. 

First aid kits are frequently pilfered, and some day there 
will be an accident and no first aid kits. 

Fire extinguishers are another prime target of pilferers. 
Extinguishers must be left at strategic points for immediate 
use. If they aren’t there when required there could be serious 
trouble. 

MB has initiated a quite wide-open access program on a 
seven-day-a-week basis, but is still finding hunters going into 
active logging areas. That could mean damage to them¬ 
selves, say In the case of blasting pperations under way, or 
danger from stray shots to loggers working in the area. 

Most companies have experienced damage to fire trucks 
and water tanks. 

Vandalism is a big problem. People throw away the ac¬ 
tive logging, no access, signs. They even try to hide recrea¬ 
tional information signs. Crown Zellerbach replaced the sign 
pointing the way to Tuck Lake 12 times in the last two years. 

The timber company representatives sought to get across 
the message to the general public that they have a responsi¬ 
bility. "Get the honest people working on this problem,” they 
appealed.

Russians Drop from World Cup 


JSew Post 

Deane Bern an, S6-yearold 
professional golfer from 
Bethesda, Md., Is tite leading 
candidate to succeed Joe Dey 
as commissioner of the Amer¬ 
ican pro golf tour, the Wash¬ 
ington Star-News reported 
Tuesday.

ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) 
— The International Soccer 
Federation (FIFA) announced 
Tuesday the Soviet Football 
Federation has pronounced its 
final refusal to play its decid¬ 
ing World Cup elimination re¬ 
turn match against Chile as 
scheduled in Santiago. It was 
made plain this meant the So¬ 
viet Union has been eliminat¬ 
ed from further Cup play. 

The terse FIFA announce¬ 
ment quoted the cable from 
the Soviet organization who 
“confirm their refusal to play 
the game in Chile.” 

The FIFA referred to Rule 
22 of the World Cup saying if 
a team refuses to report for a 
match it “shall ibe considered 
as having lost and the match 
awarded to their opponents, 
further that such a team shaU 
be excluded from further par¬ 
ticipation in the competition.” 


The Soviet refusal ended a 
tug of war between the world 
soccer body and the Soviet 
federation over the venue of 
the game. Chile and the Sovi¬ 
et Union played to a scoreless 
tie in their first match in Mos¬ 
cow in September. 

The Soviet Union, In appar¬ 
ent protest against the mili¬ 
tary overthrow of the pro- 
Marxist regime of the late 
Salvador Allende, later said it 
could not come to Santiago 
“in view oif the situation” and 
asked FIFA to pick a neutral 
Latin American site. 

FIFA cabled the Soviet or¬ 
ganization Monday asking for 
its final word and told report¬ 
er* here the choice of San¬ 
tiago will not be re-con¬ 
sidered. The Soviet reply, 
which arrived Tuesday after¬ 
noon, said “we regret that 


FIFA did not follow common 
sense and reconsider its deci¬ 
sion.” 

In Moscow, the Soviet news 
agency, Tass, quoted Hunga¬ 
rian Sandor Bares, a member 
of FIFA’s executive commit¬ 
tee, as saying it was under¬ 
standable that the Soviet 
Union should refuse to send 
its national team to play in 
the stadium where “the junta 
had committed murders.” 

Tass said an East German 
FIFA executive committee 
member, Helmut Riedel, had 


demanded the match he 
played at a neutral site. He 
also had cabled FIFA pres¬ 
ident Sir Stanley Rous saying 
that the Soviet team should 
not be asked to play in a sta¬ 
dium “stained with the blood 
of noble and courageous peo¬ 
ple.” 

And in Sofia, M. Ladenov, 
senior coach of the Bulgarian 
national team, said the Soviet 
protest was well-founded. 


“Sports competitions must 
be held under normal condi¬ 
tions,” he told Tass, “whereas 
at present terror is raging in 
Chile and an unbridled anti- 
Soviet campaign is under way 
there.” 

After earlier Soviet 
protests, FIFA sent a two- 
man delegation to inspect con¬ 
ditions at the Santiago stadi¬ 
um and they reported the sit¬ 
uation there was normal.

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B.C. Civil Servants Handed Bargaining Rights 


The B.C. Legislature 
romped through various 
stages of debate of a raft of 
bills Tuesday and appeared 
headed for prorogation' later 
in the week. 

Among the 22 pieces of leg¬ 
islation handled by the 
members in a busy afternoon 
were a bill granting collective 
bargaining to the province’s 
civil servants, major amend¬ 
ments to the Municipal Act 
and changes to the Public 
Schools Act. 

The major portion of the 
day’s debate was taken up 
with clause-by-clause study of 
the Public Service Labor Re¬ 
lations Act which grants col¬ 
lective bargaining to 38,000 
civil servants B.C. including 
the right to strike. 


In the Legislature 


Opposition members, partic¬ 
ularly the Liberals, cried re¬ 
peatedly to have amendments 
made to the bill but were 
turned down in every In¬ 
stance. 

Liberal leader David Ander¬ 
son sought an amendment 
which would allow those who 
opt out of union membership 
to donate the money that 
would have to be paid, under 
the legislation, to the union as 
dues, to a charitable organiza¬ 
tion. 

Those who object to union 
membership will also object 
to paying union dues, he said. 


And if that stipulation re¬ 
mains in the bill a small 
number of people would be 
shut out from working for the 
government. -— 

Another amendment by An¬ 
derson stated t h a t a strike 
would be permitted in the 
civil service except where the 
cabinet stated that such a 
strike would jeopardize the 
maintenance of essential ser¬ 
vices. 

He said it was ludicrous to 
state in the bill that those in 
essential services will be al¬ 
lowed to strike because as 


soon as they went on strike 
the government would be 
forced to order them back to 
work. 

Also given third and final 
reading were amendments to 
the Public Schools Act which 
Provide, among other things, 
for compulsory membership 
in the B.C. Teachers’ Federa¬ 
tion for all teachers in the 
province. 

Amendments to the Munici¬ 
pal Act were also given third 
and final reading. The 96-sec¬ 
tion bill gives voting rights in 
municipal elections to all resi¬ 
dents in the municipality and 
takes away that right from 
corporations and absentee 
landlords. 

The Legislature also com¬ 
pleted clause-by-clause study 


of the We^d Control Act which 
allows the provincial govern¬ 
ment to enter into agreements 
with municipalities and re¬ 
gional districts to set up need 
advisory committees. 


During second reading de¬ 
bate opposition members had 
complained that it was^ not 
clearly spelled out in the leg¬ 
islation that in treating nox¬ 
ious weeds adequate concern 


would be shown for the envi¬ 
ronment. 

Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich moved an amendment 
to the bill Tuesday which 
states that no method to con¬ 


trol noxious weed? should be 
used until approved by the 
government’s environment* 
and land use committee. The 
motion was passed unani¬ 
mously. 


B.C. Funds Distributed 


Vietnam Children Cash In 


Part of $2.25 million author¬ 
ized by the B.C. Legislature 
last session to help the chil¬ 
dren of Vietnam has been dis¬ 
tributed to three different po¬ 
litical groups, Health Min¬ 
ister Dennis Cocke said Tues¬ 
day. 

In a report filed with the 


Legislature, he said $100,000 
each has gone to the Swedish 
Save The Children Fund, 
which operates in North Viet¬ 
nam, the Quakers in territory 
occupied by the National Lib¬ 
eration Front, or Viet Cor*?, 
and the B.C. Save the Chil¬ 
dren Fund in South Vietnam. 


Remainder of the money — 
originally intended for a med¬ 
ical centre — was placed in 
trust of a special legislative 
committee which Is lo recom¬ 
mend aid programs “that will 
provide most effectively for 
the relief of the children of 
Vietnam.” 


Oil Goes in Wrong Tank 
And Ends in Harbor 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A truck driver de¬ 
livered 1,000 gallons of fuel oil into the wrong 
tank Monday night and it all ended up in 
Vancouver Harbor. 

Government departments and private 
firms Tuesday were trying to control the oil 
but by noon it had spread to the beaches of 
Stanley Park. 

The wrong delivery was made at the Pa¬ 
cific, Stage Lines Ltd., depot near the wa¬ 
terfront by a driver for Imperial Oil Ltd. 

Winston I>owther, operations manager for 
Imperial, said Tuesday, his driver found two 
intake pipes eight inches apart and asked a 
depot employee which was the fuel tank. 

He said the employee removed the cap 
from one pipe and told the driver to deliver It 
there. 

After about 1,000 gallons had been pumped 
In. another depot employee pointed out the 
wrong tank was being filled, Lowther said. 


U.S. Blood 

Flow 

Probed 

OTTAWA (CP) The 

health department is inves¬ 
tigating whether blood sam¬ 
ples imported from the U.S. 
are contaminated, Health 
Minister Marc Lalonde told 
the Commons Tuesday. 

He was replying to ques¬ 
tions from Dan McKenzie (PC 

Winnipeg South Centre), 
who asked that the blood sam¬ 
ples be screened because they 
may contain toxic bacteria. 

The samples are used in ca¬ 
librating blood-testing ma¬ 
chines. 

McKenzie said Monday that 
a Winnipeg doctor told him 
there is suspicion that the re¬ 
cent death of a Saskatoon lab¬ 
oratory technician from infec¬ 
tious hepatitis could be con¬ 
nected with the imported 
blood samples. He said drug 
addicts often sell their blood 
in the U.S. and these people 
often contact hepatitis 
through (infected needles. 

This could present a danger 
to Canadian laboratory tech¬ 
nicians working with the sam¬ 
ples, he said. 


He said the city and environment officials 
were informed immediately but the oil al¬ 
ready had gone through the storm sewer sys¬ 
tem and emptied into the harbor. 

Lowther said he understood the tank used 
was an old tank which either leaks or drains 
into the sewer. He said it now is being 
drained for investigation. 

“In view of our driver taking instructions 
from a depot employee we *re not accepting 
full responsibility at this time. But neither 
are we standing around with hands in our 
pockets. 

“We have ordered the cleanup to go on 
and we’ll argue responsibility for it later,” 
I>owther said. 

Booms to confine (he oil were strung at 
strategic points along the south shore of the 
harbor — some as a precaution in case there 
was more oil still in the sewer system. 


Cooke also announced that a 
total of 9,134 students were 
hired by different B.C. gov¬ 
ernment departments under 
its $20 million summer stu¬ 
dent hiring program. 

The largest number — 3,816 
— were hired by the highways 
department at a cost of $9 
million to weed rights-of-way, 
clean out culverts, repair and 
build fences, clean up stock 
rooms, patch pavements and 
to do clerical work. 

Recreation and conserva¬ 
tion department hired 1,639 
students for $4.5 million, 
mainly in construction and 
maintenance of provincial 
parks, while 1,867 performed 
various jobs in health depart¬ 
ment institutions. 

Only $13 million of the total 
money set aside for the pro¬ 
gram had been spent up to 
October, Cocke said. 

Some students are still 
working for government de¬ 
partments, he added.

Saanich Referendum Under Fire

The development of an 
"ecological conscience” 
among young people is one of 
the aims behind a proposed 
1 7 5 - a c r e nature teaching 
centre in the Swan Lake- 
Christmas Hill district of 
Saanich. 

The new concept of “land 
for learning” Is outlined in a 
Saanich staff report released 
by council Tuesday following 
secret discussion. 

The proposal — which is 
still in draft form — is for 
Saanich, the provincial gov-

Ratepayers Resent ‘Package’ 


Concern that Saanich’s up¬ 
coming 54,365,000 referendum 
was not being presented to 
ratepayers in the best way 
was expressed Tuesday at a 
joint meeting of the 
Jtorthridge Community and 
Royal Oak Ratepayers’ asso¬ 
ciations. 

Some ratepayers present at 
the meeting in the Nether¬ 
lands Hall on Vanalman re¬ 
sented the fact that most of 
the referendum (calling for 
54,115,000 expenditure on capi¬ 
tal works) had been put for¬ 
ward as a "package" instead 
of being itemized or split into 
separate sections. 

Leading the ratepayer con¬ 
cern was Jim Robbins who 
said he was confused that 
public works expenditure had 
been lumped with spending on 
recreation facilities. "You’re 
giving us a package deal, it’s 


all or nothing, and that for 
me, is wrong,” he told a 
cheering audience. 

The referendum calls for 
53,350,000 expenditure on mu¬ 
nicipal roads and drainage, 
5600,000 spending on an arena 
at Lambrick Park and 
5165,000 on the senior citizens 
centre at Hampton Park. A 
separate ballot asks taxpayer 
approved of 5250,000 on an au¬ 
ditorium for the * proposed 
Saanich community school at 
Burnside and Acorn. 

Mayoralty candidate Ed 
Lum told the meeting he, too, 
was "very surprised to see 
this referendum come out in 
this manner.” He would have 
preferred to see it divided 
into "servicing to the land” 
(the public works) and "ser¬ 
vicing to the people (the rec¬ 
reation facilities). 

He said that if the referen¬ 


dum failed "because of the 
way it was put to the people,” 
he would, if elected, present it 
again to the people at the 
"earliest opportunity” divided 
into two parts. 

Mayoralty candidate Aid. 
Edith Gunning said that some 
members of council had felt 
at first "public works should 
be separated from recreation 
works” but that it was 
thought that dividing the ref¬ 
erendum still further would 
weaken its voter appeal and 
also that leadership should be 
shown by council over what it 
felt was essential. 

Aldermanic candidate Mel 
Couvelier said he favored a 
"shopping list” approach and 
said that some incumbent al¬ 
dermen felt likewise but had 
agreed to go along with the 
rest of council "to maximize 
its chances” of going through 


which was a measure of their 
integrity. 

Foster Isherwood, Couve¬ 
lier’s opponent for the one- 
year aldermanic term, ac¬ 
cused council of being "dis¬ 
honest” in combining recrea¬ 
tion and public works on the 
same ballot and "forcing the 
two on the municipality.” 

Also present on tlie -12-man 
panel of speakers was Wally 
Russell, the principal of the 
proposed Saanich Community 
School. He urged ratepayers 
to vote for the 5250,000 audito¬ 
rium to ensure the "best high 
school in B.C.” was built. 

He noted the area residents’ 
concern that a proposed 
swimming pool adjacent to 
the school was not included in 
the referendum but urged 
them not to vote down the au¬ 
ditorium as a "backlash 
thing.” 


Aid. Alan Newberry said 
Russell’s exposition of the 
"concept of the community 
school” presented to the 
meeting was the "first time 
that I have heard the Victoria 
school district concept of a 
community school.” 

Ratepayer concern over a 
proi>osal for a 100-acre light 
industrial park in the Glan- 
ford - Vanalman - Mann area 
was quieted considerably 
when in turn, aldermen Gun¬ 
ning, Noel and Newberry 
stressed that no council deci¬ 
sion had been made nor would 
be made without full public 
discussion. 

Mrs. Gunning said council 
does not own land in the pro¬ 
posed area and that the prop¬ 
erty was in any case not ex¬ 
empt 'Ifrom agricultural 
land freeze,‘nor had Saanich 
applied for exemption. 


emment and various public 
and private agencies, to buy 
nearly 80 acres needed to se¬ 
cure a viable reserve. (Some 
12 further acres could be ac¬ 
quired later). 

But the final result should be 
more than simply a 175-acre 
classroom for guided tours by 
schoolchildren. It would rep¬ 
resent a nature haven for pro¬ 
fessional and amateur biolo¬ 
gists, botanists and environ¬ 
ment lovers generally. 

"Its prime purpose is to 
bring land and people to¬ 
gether on intimate terms in 
order that young people, as 
well as old, can be taught 
under the inspiration and 
guidance of trained teacher- 
naturalists to comprehend th£ 
natural world about them,”' 
says the report. 

People do not tend to take 
care of what they do not 
know, continues the report, 
"let alone that which they do 
not understand. 

"It is considered especially 
important that the young are 
trained to develop an ecologi¬ 
cal conscience for therein lies 
the hope that future genera¬ 
tions can carry out the signifi¬ 
cant improvements necessary 
in our environment.” 

More specifically the ecolo¬ 
gical teaching area — to be 
staffed by a chief naturalist 
and full time caretaker — 
would include a main educa¬ 
tional building and a variety 
of najture trails, observation 
points, teaching shelters, bird 
and bee sanctuaries and so 
on. 

Proposed users would in¬ 
clude researchers from the 
University of Victoria (an 
area would be set aside for 
them), camp counsellor train¬ 
ees, and even allotment gar¬ 
deners, apart from schoolchil¬ 
dren and environmentalists 
already mentioned. 

The land acquisition for the 
project is designed to link the 
"two distinctly different eco¬ 


logical areas of the Swan 
Lake basin (south of McKen¬ 
zie) and Christmas Hill (north 
of McKenzie) by a thin ad¬ 
joining strip of land. 

So far the. municipality has 
acquired some 54 acres at a 
cost of 5230,000, 30 acres of 
which, costing $100,000, was 
approved in a 1965 referen¬ 
dum. 

The next stage is for Saan¬ 
ich, Greater Victoria school

He said golf courses would 
qualify for a freeze on tax 
increases if they open their 
doors to members without 
prejudice, and guarantee that 
they do no£ plan to close 
down. 

"They should meet this 
challenge head on,” he said. 

The whole issue arose from 
an amendment last spring to 
the Assessment Equalization 
Act, which removed a ceiling 
of 10 per cent on annual 
assessment increases for 
land, with the exception of 
residential and farm proper¬ 
ty. 

Golf courses were not an 
exception; thus they were 
wide open to higher assess¬ 
ments and taxes. 

Interviewed later, Barrett 
was not clear on just how his 
government intends to ex¬ 
empt golf courses from tax 
increases, but commented: 
"They are a green space, and 
we should give them special 
consideration.”

Bully for Boiled Beef! 

Leftovers Come to Glorious End 


I have dozens of recipes for 
boiled beef or pot au 'feu, be¬ 
cause I positively revel in the 
dish, served directly from the 
pot with its marvellous ac¬ 
companiments — a bit of pun¬ 
gent horseradish, an assort¬ 
ment of fine mustards, a good 
tomato sauce, perhaps, and 
imported comlchons, those 
delicious small European 
pickles (not the common 
shelves in North America, 
gherkins one finds on grocery 
they're too sweet). 

But while boiled beef may 

be excellent fresh from the 
kettle, it can also be elegant 
second time around. The left¬ 
overs, this is. For leftovers 
can be a virtue in themselves, 
frugality and thrift aside. 

The dish I have in mind 
today is examplary, a verita¬ 
ble Everest among the moun¬ 
tain of things to do with lef¬ 
tovers. It is an entree, a sort 
of hash if you insist on debas¬ 
ing it with that name. 

In French it is called pain 



de boeuf a la bonne femme. It 
demonstrates how one pound 
of leftover beef can serve four 
or more — handsomely. It is 
served with a light and simple 
tomato sauce. 

If you wish a wine, serve a 
lightly (but very lightly) 
chilled Beaujolais or Cha- 
teauneuf-du-Pape. And re¬ 
member, the dish could be 
made with almost any lef¬ 
tover cooked meat such as 
veal, chicken or pork. 

PAIN DE BOEUF A LA 
BONNE FEMME 
6 potatoes (about one and 
one-quarter pounds), 
peeled and quartered. 

Salt 

1 pound leftover boiled beef 
brisket, shin of beef or left¬ 
over park, chicken or veal 
4 tablespoons butter 
H xjup milk 

1 cup finely chopped onion 
1 clove garlic, finely minced 
Freshly ground pepper to 
taste 

M teaspoon grated nutmeg 
M cup finely chopped parsley 
3 eggs, lightly beaten 
H cup bread crumbs (pre¬ 
ferably made from golden 
brown toast) 

Tomato sauce (see recipe) 

1. Peel the potatoes and cut 
them into quarters. Put them 
in a casserole with boiling 



salted water to cover and let 
them simmer 20 minutes, 
more or less, until tender. Do 
not let them become mushy. 

2. Preheat the oven to 400 
degrees. 

3. Meanwhile, grind the 
meat or chop it fine. There 
should be about four cups 
loosely packed. Set aside. 

4. When the potatoes are 
cooked, drain and put them 
through a food mill or ricer. 
Whip in half the butter. Beat 
in the milk and add salt to 
taste. 

5. Heat the remaining two 


tablespoons of butter and add 
the onion. Cook, stirring, 
about three minutes and add 
the garlic, meat, salt, pepper 
and nutmeg. Cook, stirring, 
about five minutes. Fold in 
the potatoes and parsley. Add 
the eggs and blend well. 

6. Butter a six-cup charlotte 
mold or another mold of equal 
capacity. Sprinkle with bread 


crumbs, shaking them around 
to coat bottom and sides even¬ 
ly- 

Shake the excess crumbs 
out but reserve them. 

7. Spoon in the meat and po¬ 
tato mixture and smooth it jwi 
top with a knife or spatula. 
Sprinkle with reserved bread 
crumbs and cover with a but¬ 
tered round of wax paper. 

8. Place the mold in a 
slightly larger utensil and 
pour boiling water around the 
bottom of the mold. 

9. Set this in the oven and 
bake 45 minutes. Remove the 
mold in the water bath and 
let it stand like that for 10 
minutes longer. 

10. Remove the mold and 
wipe the bottom. Invert it 
onto a round plate. Serve with 
tomato sauce spooned over 
and around it. Serve with 
more tomato sauce on the 
side. 

Yield: Four to six servings. 

TOMATO SAUCE 
2 tablespoons peanut, vege¬ 
table or com oil 
% cup finely chopped onion 


1 teaspoon finely minced 
garlic 

% teaspoon dried basil / 
% teaspoon dried thyme ( 

M cup tomato paste 
1 teaspoon flour 
1 cup chicken broth, fresh or 
canned 

1 cup canned Italian plum 
tomatoes, preferably an 
imported variety 
Salt and feshly ground pepper 
to taste 

1 tablespoon butter 

1. Heat the oil in a sauce¬ 
pan and add the onion and 
garlic. Cook, stirring, about 
three minutes or until onion is 
translucent. Add the basil, 
thyme and tomato paste. Stir 
about one minute and add the 
flour, stirring. 

2. Add the broth, stirring 
constantly until the mixture is 
thickened and smooth. Add 
the tomatoes, salt and pepper 
and cook, partially covered, 
about 15 minutes. Put the 
sauce through a food mill or 
sieve. Swirl in the tablespoon 
of butter and serve hot. 

Yield: About two cups of 
sauce.

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Writer’s View 
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Children Turn On 
To Modern Poems 


When Susan Musgrave was 
a child, her parents read poet¬ 
ry to her. 

She grew to love — and 
writerpoetry. 

In school she discovered E. 
E. Cummings whose verse 
atruck her as different, defi- 
t$ly original and most signifi¬ 
cantly, in the modern idiom. 

Wrong Way 

“Kids stop liking poetry 
when they go to school,” she 
says. “They have to memo¬ 
rize for punishment, and 
that’s a terrible way to 
learn.” 

To strike responsive chords 
In the young, to lead them 
into poetic realms, teachers 
should start them on contem¬ 
porary poetry, preferably Ca¬ 
nadian, she believes. 

“After kids have turned on 
to that, they’ll go back to Sha¬ 
kespeare.” 

Susan, 22, who makes her 
home at Port Clements in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
was in Victoria in connection 
with the publication of her lat¬ 
est book, Grave-Dirt and Se¬ 
lected Strawberries (Mac¬ 
millan of Canada). She is a 
Vancouver Islander by birth. 

Her previous books, Songs 
of the Sea-Witch, Entrance of 
the Celebrant, and Minds- 
capes, a collaboration, have 
all been published since 1970. 
Her poems have also ap¬ 
peared in anthologies and lit¬ 
erary magazines in Canada, 
the United States and Britain, 
and have been broadcast by 
the CBC and BBC. 

Three Reasons 

She has been living mean¬ 
while through Canada Council 
support and her earnings in 
journalism as a book reviewer 
and writer of magazine arti¬ 
cles. 

For all the responsibility 
journalism imposes, she 
enters into it for three rea-^ 
sons— you can’t write poetry 
all the time, it’s a way of 
keeping in touch with people, 
and she needs the money. 

In the Charlottes her life is 
what she calls crowded. Just 
meeting needs of survival fills 
in the physical life (it takes a 
day to bring in the wood), and 
provides a break from writing 
and reading.

Then too, there is a steady 
stream*of visitors. She dispels 
any notion that in the Char¬ 
lottes one is removed from 
the rest of the worid. She has 
found, as she did when living 
on the west coast of the re¬ 
public of Ireland, that the 
more remote the place, the 
more people come to visty 
you. 

Quebec Next? 

“But I’m thinking of mov¬ 
ing to northern Quebec, for 
the association with French- 
speaking people. One can only 
get so much out of a place, 
then it becomes *too comfort¬ 
able, too secure.” 

Susan Musgrave delves 
deeply into mythology, be¬ 
lieves in the spirit world, and 


writes often of death and 
darkness, though when re¬ 
minded of this she laughs and 
says that actually she is ter¬ 
rified of death. 

“The kind of death I write 
about is a life in death, not a 
religious thing. Life and 
death, after all, are the most 
important things.” 

Politics interest her not one 
jot (“I didn’t know what Wa¬ 
tergate was until I w-as forced 
to learn something about it") 
She takes the attitude that 
there is nothing she can do; 
that government matters 
have got beyond the personal 
reach. 

She also has a theory that 
people whose emotional lives 
are stable become interested 
in government. “When they 
are very content they involve 
themselves ‘outside’.”

The adult requirement is 


mostly for three-and-five- 
speed bikes, and this is being 
reflected gradually in the 
sales picture. 

\Mai incidentally rides a 
bike to work sometimes, and 
re | claims it takes him only 
geyen minutes longer to travel 
by bike than by auto from his 
Gordon Head home to his 
Government Street shop. 


More adults would cycle to 
work, he says, if they were 
not so scared of car drivers. 

Other dealers fully expect 
that when gasoline prices 
start jumping, they’ll be inun¬ 
dated. 

“A few people are looking 
and pricing,” one bicycle 
store manager said. “But 
when gasoline goes up to 51 a 
gallon they’ll be buying.” 

Another said he didn’t think 
the fuel shortage had “fizzed” 
on the travelling public. 

Meanwhile, all agree, the 
popularity of biking among 
adults as healthful exercise, 
continues unabated. 


Overweight Biggest 
Nutrition Problem 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canadi¬ 
ans eat too much over a long 
period and do far too little to 
work it off, says the Nutrition 
Canada report pinpointing 
overweight people as the No. 
1 nutrition problem. 

Iron, vitamin and protein 
deficiencies also surfaced as 
serious nutritional problems in 
the national survey of 25,000 
residents, says the report ta¬ 
bled Tuesday by Health Min¬ 
ister Marc Lalonde. 

Overweight people don’t get 
that way simply by eating too 
much, says the 184-page re¬ 
port. It blames small calorie 
excesses over a long period, 
plus a sedentary life style. 

One of the report’s major 
recommendations is that 
sport and exercise facilities 
be available at places of 
work. 

The highlights: 

• A large proportion of 
adults are overweight and 
many suffer from an iron de¬ 
ficiency. 


• Some children and preg¬ 
nant women suffer from pro¬ 
tein deficiency. 

• Many infants, children 
and adolescents suffer from a 
shortage of calcium and vi¬ 
tamin D. 

• There is evidence of Vi¬ 
tamin C deficiency in Eski¬ 
mos and, to a lesser degree, 
Indians. 

• Nutrition problems are 
essentially the same in sum¬ 
mer and in winter and in 
urban and rural regions. 

• Communities classified 
above the poverty line suf¬ 
fer from the same nutrition 
problems as poor communi¬ 
ties. 

• The government should 
strengthen regulations to en¬ 
sure the nutritional adequacy 
of foods. 

• Programs are needed to 
inform the public about the 
value of proper nutrition. 

• Industry should develop 
and promote foods that pro¬ 
vide adequate nutrition. 


• A monitoring system 
should be established to sur¬ 
vey the nutritional health of 
the public.

OTTAWA (CP) - The Com- 
mons justice committee Tues¬ 
day rejected pleas from pro¬ 
vincial attomeys-general for a 
reversal of a change the com¬ 
mittee made to the govern¬ 
ment’s wiretapping bill. 

Justice Minister Otto Lang 
relayed the “very strong” op¬ 
position of police and attor- 
neys-general to an amend¬ 
ment passed by the commit¬ 
tee earlier this year. 

The amendment would out¬ 
law use ih court of evidence 
obtained from an illegal 
wiretap, and Lang said out¬ 
side the committee that he 
considered it to be a “disas-

Ronald Atkey (PC—Toronto 
St. Paul’s), who originally 
moved the amendment, said 
in an interview that he consid¬ 
ered the pleas from the attor- 
neys-general to be the effect 
of a strong police lobby, and 
did not reflect provincial gov¬ 
ernment policy. 

Under the bill presented by 
the government, almost all 
wiretapping is outlawed. Ap- 
pro\aal by a judge is neces¬ 
sary before police can inter¬ 
cept conversations, and evi¬ 
dence from the interception 
can be used in a prosecution. 

But the bill did allow use of 
evidence that was uncovered 
as a result of an illegal wire¬ 
tap. In other words, the inter¬ 
cepted conversation could not 
be used in evidence but if that 
conversation led police to 
other evidence, that “indi¬ 
rect” evidence could be used. 

The majority of the commit¬ 
tee, both Liberals and opposi¬ 
tion members, approved the 
amendment that would outlaw 
that indirect evidence.

Pawley of Manitoba, Roy Ro- 
manow of Saskatchewan, Gor¬ 
don Bennett of Prince Edward 
Island, Alex Macdonald of 
British Columbiia, Allan E. 
Sullivan of Nova Scotia, 
Jerome Choquette of Quebec, 
T. Alex Hickman of New¬ 
foundland. He said he also 
had an opposing wire from 
Justice Minister George Kerr 
of Ontario. 

James Jerome (L—Sud¬ 
bury), chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. also passed on a letter 
of opposition from the Canadi¬ 
an Association of Police 
Chiefs.

In the committee, he said, 
there were two strong objec¬ 
tions to outlawing "indirect 
evidence.” 

• It could deny the courts 
“extremely relevant” evi¬ 
dence and because of that 
allow an obviously guilty 
criminal to go free. 

• It would tie up the 
courts with long procedural 
arguments over whether wire- 

, tapping was involved in the 
collecting of evidence. 

The minister raised the 
spectre of a court being un¬ 
able to use such evidence as a 
murder weapon with fin¬ 
gerprints on it because it was 
discovered by police as a re¬ 
sult of an illegal wiretap. 

Atkey and Stuart Leggatt 
(NDP-New Westminster) and 
others strongly opposed any 
idea of delaying the bill to 
permit hearing the attorney- 
general. 

Leggatt said he could rrever 
understand why police should 
be “rewarded” for using an 
illegal wiretap by being al¬ 
lowed to use evidence result¬ 
ing from it. 

Atkey said if the police 
were nblTorced to use the 
procedures covered in the act 
to get authorization to use a 
wiretap, “what the hell are 
we here for?” 

♦Leggatt and Gordon Fair- 
weather (PC-Fundy Royal) 
agreed that it should be as 
difficult as possible for police 
to use wiretaps. 

“I think police departmehtj 
should be put to a hell of a lot 
of trouble,” said Fairweather. 

Referring to com¬ 
munications from attomeys- 
general, he said that evidence 
obtained from this “hocus 
pocus” wiretapping led to few 
convictions. 

Lang responded that it 
should be realized the applica¬ 
tion of the amendment might 
hinder the judicial process.

OTTAWA (CP) - The CBC 
took the high road and Robert 
Muir took the low road Tues¬ 
day en route to a confronta¬ 
tion over the national broad¬ 
casting corporation’s decision 
to .restrict Gaelic program¬ 
ming in Nova Scotia. 

Muir (PC-Cape Breton-The 
Sydneys) told the Commons 
broadcasting committee that 
the CBC decision "poses a 
real threat to all ethnic pro¬ 
gramming in the country." 


Laurent Picard, president 
of the CBC, said, however, 
that the Crown corporation’s 
mandate is to give top priori¬ 
ty to English and French pro¬ 
grams within a framework of 
multiculturalism.

Canadian Mackenzie Delta to 
markets in the U.S. and 
southern Canada. 

McCracken told the news¬ 
paper in a telephone interview 
from Ottawa it was no secret 
that he had worked for the 
CIA for two years after leav¬ 
ing the U.S. Army in 1969. 

He said he terminated his 
employment with the CIA in 
1970 and came to Canada to 
work for the economic coun¬ 
cil. While with the council he 
developed the computer mo¬ 
del now used by the federal 
government to make econom¬ 
ic forecasts. 

Wally Firth, NDP Member 
o f Parliament for the 
Northwest Territories, said in 
a telephone interview from 
Ottawa that the issue is politi¬ 
cally serious.

Panov, 33, a Jew and 
former star of the Kirov Bal¬ 
let, Leningrad, said he and 
his wife were summoned by 
police to the Leningrad visa 
office Monday on three hours 
notice to discuss visa applica¬ 
tions. 

Normally such notification is 
given by mail but Panov said 
"it seemed as though they 
were in a hurry." 


"But that does not mean 
anything really," he said. 
"The process could still go on 
for years.” He said authori¬ 
ties asked them to return Sun¬ 
day with more information. 

Panov and his wife, both 


former members of the Kirov 
Company, were barred from 
stage after they applied to 
emigrate in March, 1972. 

At the visa office, Panov 
said authorities "showed no 
appreciation of our suffering 


and my wife was reduced to 
tears by their attitude." 

He said he has taken only 
small quantities of water 
since Friday. "I don’t feel too 
good now," he said. "My head 
swims a lot."

OTTAWA (CP) — Taxpay¬ 
ers could end up paying more 
than 53 million for political 
advertising and programs 
during election campaigns 
under proposed election ex¬ 
penses legislation. 

Officials of the Canadian 
Radio-Television Commission 
told the Commons elections 
committee Tuesday that a 
minute’s worth of advertising 
on the country’s roughly 1,200 
radio and TV outlets costs 
about 515,600. 

Under the legislation, all 
stations would be required to 
provide 6% hours to political 
parties for advertising and 
programs during four-week 
campaigns. 

On that basis, total cost of 
rrfdio and television election 
advertising would amount to 
56.08 million, half of which 
would be paid from the public 
purse. 

Committee discussion 
centred on the problems of al¬ 
locating, using and paying for 
the time that would be given 
to the parties during cam¬ 
paigns. 

J. D. Hylton, the commis¬ 
sion’s managing director of 
operations, agreed with Terry 
O’Conner (PC—Halton) that 
the best system for dealing 
with the 6%-hour time law 
would be through agreements 
between broadcasters and po¬ 
litical parties. 

But the CRTC would step in 
to adjudicate any dispute 
over differences. 

During the meeting, New 
Democrats tabled a list of 28 


amendments they intend to inn 
troduce in an effort to modify 
the bill. 7 

Under them, federal politi¬ 
cal parties would no longer be 
able to use money from 
foreign sources In campaigns 
and candidates would only be 
eligible for reimbursements 
for a quarter of what they 
spent. 

As well, contributors of 
more than 5100 would have to 
make a declaration that the 
money was theirs to give, and 
that it did not come through 
them from other contributors.

NANAIMO - The Nanaimo 
Harbor Commission an- 
nounced Tuesday that negoti¬ 
ations have been completed 
on an agreement to ship large 
quantities of newsprint 
through the port of Nanaimo. 

The agreement, negotiated 
by trade and development of¬ 
ficer Bob Chase, calls for pro- 
v i n c i a 1 government-owned 
paper mill at Ocean Fails to 
ship its newsprint production 
to Nanaimo in barges operat¬ 
ed by Rivtow Straits of Van¬ 
couver for a period covering 
at least the next three years. 
The talks leading to the 
agreement were conducted 
with Jerome Grill, assistant 
vice-president and director of 
distribution for Gottesman 
and Company o£* New York, 
marketing agents for the mill. 

Port manager John Dun¬ 
ham said the agreement will 
mean at least 25 additional 
vessels using the port each 


year and, in turn, will mean a 
larger work force at the as¬ 
sembly wharf to handle the 
additional cargo "with more 
money going into the local 
economy." 

"Because, of the need for 
more storage space, we will 
be increasing the sire of the 
main warehouse on the as¬ 
sembly wharf and we will be 
purchasing new handling 
equipment,” Dunham said. 

Shipments from the mill 
will be in the range of 1.300 to 
1.800 tons each and will be 
loaded aboard ships in quanti¬ 
ties of up to 2,500 tons at a 
time. 

The success of the negotia¬ 
tions was attributed to the 
fact that Chase was able to 
convince the marketing 
agents that money would ac¬ 
tually be saved by barging 
the newsprint to Nanaimo and 
shipping from here, rather 
than haring large, ocean-go¬ 
ing vessels making stops at 
many small ports to pick up 
small quantities of cargo, the 
port manager said. 


Camosun College council 
decided Tuesday night that ef¬ 
fective immediately, students 
and faculty members are to 
be elected to regular council 
committees.

New York City firefighters 
abandoned their picket lines 
Tuesday and returned to duty 
after a five-hour strike that 
officials said placed the city 
“in a condition of imminent 
peril.”

108-year history of the New 
York City fire department 
began and ended on a chilly 
November day that saw police 
and civilians join a first, dhief 
in battling one blaze and a 
truck bearing only two fire¬ 
men arrive to cheers at the 
scene of another. The city 
averages 323 fires daily. 


“I’m immediately calling 
off the action of the firemen,” 
Richard Vizzini, president of 
the 10,900-member Uniformed 
Firefighters Association, said 
after a conference In state Su¬ 
preme Court. Members of the 
union began reporting to their 
firehouses shortly thereafter. 

In Milwaukee, Wis., state 
National Guard troops con¬ 


tinued to man oijty fire sta¬ 
tions as a work slowdown con¬ 
tinued for a third day. Of¬ 
ficials said more than a third 
of the 300 firemen scheduled 
to work the day shift had not 
reported, despite a court 
order seeking to halt the so- 
called epidemic of “red flu.” 

Trans World Airlines’ ehtire 
fleet of 249 planes remained 


grounded, meanwhile, as a 
strike by the carrier’s 5,000 
cabin attendants entered a 
second day. 

And strikes continued In 
New York City against 48 pri¬ 
vate, non-profit hospitals end 
nursing homes and against 
The Daily News, with a daily 
circulation of 2.1 million, the 
largest in the United States.

The dummy 
provided few prospects, but 
a redeeming light was that 
West had opened the bidding 
and might have all the high 
cards. 

In any event, it was ob¬ 
vious that I would need 
some luck — and it might as 
well start at trick one. The 
diamond 10 was played and. 
when that held, the hand 
began to look a little better. 

A club was led to the king 
and West’s ace, and West 
exited with a club which 
was won with my jack. A 
spade was led to dummy’s 
ace, and I felt sure that 
West was trapped, but I had 
to be careful about playing 
the minor suits. (If West 
had started with a doubleton 
minor and I played three 
rounds, West ohuld ruff, 
cash his last high trump and 
then exit in the other 
minor.) _ 

I cashed one high dia-. 
mond and, when West fol¬ 
lowed low, it was safe to 
cash the other high dia¬ 
mond. Next came the club 
queen to provide a heart dis« 
card, and West was stuck in 
the lead with a high spade. 

Whether or not he caslfed 
his last spade made no dif¬ 
ference. Eventually he was 
forced to lead from his 
heart king, and another 
close vulnerable game was 
home.

NANAIMO - There should 
be no further industrial devel¬ 
opment on the Nanaimo wa¬ 
terfront and existing industry 
should be forced to move. 

That ij the opinion of Ted 
Barsby, a candidate for 
mayor of this city in the Nov. 

17 municipal elections. 

In an interview, Barsby 
said the long-range plan of 
any city administration must 
be to preserve the waterfront 
and to gear its use strictly to 
people. 

"We have seen in the*past 
that other administrations are 
prepared to ruin it by giving 
their support to such projects 
as the expansion of port facili¬ 
ties in the present location. 
This cannot continue. I feel 
that ail industry should be 
forced to move out of the 
downtown waterfront and re¬ 
locate on Northumberland 
Channel, next to the Harmac 
pulp mill — Hooker chemical 
complex,’’ he said. 

The mayoralty candidate 
emphasized that he is not op¬ 
posed to development but 
added that it must be con¬ 
ducted "with control and a 
great deal of care." 

"I am even concerned that 
council has allowed an apart¬ 
ment building to go up on 
Stewart Avenue. The view of 
the waterfront belongs to all 
the people and they should be 
given the chance to enjoy it." 

Another form of control, 
that of population growth in 
the city, was listed by Barsby 
as a "very important issue." 

He said he feels that the 
Nanaimo area must be pro¬ 
tected against unlimited 
growth to "preserve the am¬ 
enities." 

‘"Hiis is an important issue 
since it affects the very way 
of life of everyone in the 
area." 

He said he is completely in 
favor of amalgamation of . 
Greater Nanaimo but that a v 
great deal of planning will be 
necessary to make it work 
properly. 

He was highly critical of the 
plan for future development 
of Greater Nanaimo by the 
regional district’s planning 
department. 

"The plan is good and the 
board did allow for input from 
the people, but it is designed 
on the basis of a population of 
200,000 people and who says 
we want that many?"

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Energy Crisis 
Touches 
House Debate 


OTTAWA (CP) - Ripples 
from the energy crisis spread 
through Commons debate 
Tuesday on the government’s 
proposed foreign investment 
controls. 

Urging a stronger federal 
stand on foreign investment, 
Ed Nelson (NDP — Burnaby 
Seymour) said “whether or 
not we freeze this winter lies 
largely in the hands of foreign 
corporations.” 

National concern on mat¬ 
ters such as energy should 
override regional interests, he 
said, and Ottawa should not 
be hamstrung by the prov¬ 
inces on foregin control in 
such fields. 

The bill would establish a 
screening agency to decide if 
foreign takeovers of existing 
firms are in Canada’s inter¬ 
est. It also would place con¬ 
trols on existing foreign- 
owned firms wanting to make 
new investments in non-relat- 
ed fields. 

Donald Munro (PC Es- 
quimait - Saanich) cited the 
energy situation in supporting 
a Conservative amendment 
w+iich would give regional in¬ 
terests representation on the 
panel deciding about proposed 
foreign investments in their 
areas. 

The dispute between Ottawa 
and the Alberta government 
on federal oil policy shows the 
federal government cannot be 
trusted to consult the prov¬ 
inces, he said. 

Therefore, the bill should be 
modified to guarantee that re¬ 
gional interests are represent¬ 


ed when decisions on foregin 
investment are made. 

Industry Minister Alastair 
Gillespie said the government 
will not accept a number of 
Conservative amendments 
calling for more provincial 
say in eontrblling foreign 
investment. The object of the 
bill was a national policy. 

“The bill gives the prov¬ 
inces a built-in voice but not a 
veto,” he said to cheers from 
the NDP rows. 

Final decisions on foreign 
investment would be made by 
cabinet which itself reflected 
the views of all provinces. 
Gillespie added. The bill "will 
not block foreign capital need¬ 
ed by the provinces.” 

He also rejected Conserva¬ 
tive arguments that the gov¬ 
ernment approach is nega¬ 
tive. He said tihp bill adds 
safeguards against foreign in¬ 
vestment and safeguards in 
themselves are not negative. 

Alf Gleave (NDP Saska- 
taon-Biggar) said the bill 
would not give Canadians ef¬ 
fective contol of important af¬ 
fairs. 

“The alienation from Cana¬ 
dian control of resources 
should no longer be tolerated. 
The energy minister has 
warned Candians they may be 
cold this winter despite Cana¬ 
dian oil resxirees and this is 
a reflection on those who have 
controlled the destinies of the 
nation to this time.’* 

Gleave said the assumption 
that multinational petroleum 
corporations would- serve Can¬ 
ada well has been proven 
wrong. 


Ontario Offering 
Quebec Warmth 


TORONTO (CP) - Ontario 
would be willing to forgo Sun¬ 
day driving in ortier to pro¬ 
vide fuel to heat Quebec 
houses if the energy crisis be¬ 
comes serious enough. En¬ 
ergy Minister Darcy 
McKeough said Tuesday. 

“I think we in Ontario 
would certainly, for example, 
forgo Sunday driving to make 
sure there is heat in the 
homes of the province of Que¬ 
bec—if it -comes down to 
that,” McKeough told the le¬ 
gislature. 

Outside the legislature, 
McKeough said he was per¬ 
haps being “facetious” in 
talking about forgoing Sunday 
driving because he doesn’t 
think it will come to that. 

But he said some adjust¬ 
ments would have to be made 
if the energy situation gets 
worse. 

“For example, if there is a 
shortage of heating in Quebec, 
then some public buildings 
will have to be closed in On¬ 
tario.” 

He said officials from his 
ministry are considering «uch 
programs as voluntary, not 

J* 


mandatory, conservation of 
energy a lower speed limit 
for government vehicles, for 
example. 

McKeough said the oil sup¬ 
ply situation is the govern- 
fent’s first priority. 

“When the supply situation 
settles, then we will start 
thinking about cost.” 

If oil has to he moved from 
Western to Eastern Canada, 
McKeough said, it would have 
to be moved by truck and rail 
once the St. I^awrence Seaway 
Js closed for winter. 

In that case, facilities would 
be “very, very taxedr” and 
some goods to be transported 
might have to placed on a pri¬ 
ority basis, he said. 

He had been asked by Don¬ 
ald MacDonald (NDP- Toron¬ 
to York South) whether On¬ 
tario is willing to share “what 
otherwise might be ours be¬ 
cause of contracts with the 
West” in order to minimize 
rationing in Eastern Canada. 

The energy minister said 
that because Ontario takes its 
oil frorh Western Canada, 
“We don’t feel we have a first 
claim on that oil.” 


Heavy Oil Users 
Face Shortages 


VANCOUVER (CP) In¬ 
dustry in British Columbia is 
facing a shortage of heavy oil 
supplies. 

James Rhodes, chairman of 
the B.C. Energy Commission, 
said this winter’s situation is 
known to be marginal—“it ap¬ 
pears ... it will be nip-and- 
tuck.” 

Barry Sleigh, president of 
B.C. Petroleum Association, 
said it appeared traditional 
users of heavy oil would be 
covered but there may be 
spot problems. He said he 
was more concerned about 
next winter’s supplies, since 
contracts for that will be ne- 
t gotiated in the spring. 

Council of Forest Industrie* 
spokesman, Pat Hrushowy, 
said industry users received 
assurances before the Middle 


East war that contracts would 
be met. 

“If Canada and the United 
States get into a situation 
where neither will send oil to 
the other we could be in trou¬ 
ble,’’ he said. 

Hrushowy said Vancouver 
Island mills rely heavily on 
California-supplied oil. 

Sleigh said B.C. should have 
suficient furnace oil unless a 
large industry such as a pulp 
mill decided to switch from 
natural gas for heating pur¬ 
poses. 

He said industrial users 
should plan to burn more hog 
fuel next year, even at the 
cost of converting boilers to 
accept both that and oil, be¬ 
cause of uncertainty of Middle 
East supplies. 


Albertans Assured 
Of Fuel Supplies 


EDMONTON (CP) - Fuel 
rationing in Alberta is a 
“rathter remote” prospect in 
the near future, Barry Mellon, 
Alberta deputy minister of 
mines and minerals, said 
Monday. 

Commenting on federal gov¬ 
ernment contingency plans to 
ration fuel if a shortage of 
Middle East oil reduces sup¬ 
plies in Eastern Canada, 
Mellon said Alberta’s oil ex¬ 
ports are adjusted monthly to 
ensure that domestic needs 
are met first. 

"If it came down to a short¬ 
age in Western Canada, it 
would be fair to say that the 


government would intercede 
by cutting exports,” Mellon 
said. 

The Alberta Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board 
has set Alberta oil production 
at 1,646,000 barrels daily. Al¬ 
berta uses about 183,000 bar¬ 
rels daily of this production 
and exports the remainder to 
Ontario and the United States. 

Mellon said the threatening 
shortage would appear to af¬ 
fect the area east of the Otta¬ 
wa Valley which uses oil im¬ 
ported from the Middle East 
and Venezuela. This region is 
not connected to Alberta by 
an oil pipeline system. I

and about two cupfuls of the 
bone meal mixed in to each 
bucketful of peat moss. Stop 
from time to time as the fill- 
ing-in proceeds to mix the in¬ 
gredients in the trench again 
very thoroughly, using a hoe, 
or better still, a pronged cul¬ 
tivator. Make each layer firm 
with the feet before adding 
more. 

If tinle permits, it is a good 
idea to get all this done a cou¬ 
ple of weeks before the actual 
planting, as this will give the 
soil time to settle and consoli¬ 
date itself. However, this is 
not too important if the soil- 
peat mixture is trodden firm¬ 
ly. 

Stretch a cord along the 
centre line of the planting 
trench, then mark the exact 
positions of the hedging plants 
with sticks or canes. Subjects 
such as yew and privet can be 
planted in a single line 20 
inches apart, while lonicera 
can be spaced a little closer, 
12 to 15 inches. The spacing 
for Thunberg’s barberry is 20 
inches, caragana 16 inches, 


In the planting of a new 
hedge, the all-important thing 
is the preparation of the soil. 
Your hedge is going to have 
its roots in the same old 
ground for a long, long time, 
and you'll never get another 
chance to amend and modify 
the texture of the soil after 
the plants are in place, so it 
pays to do a painstaking job 
on the site beforehand. I 
suggest the following proce¬ 
dure. \ 

Mark off the strip first with 
stretched cords and stakes, 
and even though your hedging 
plants will be only tiny little 
things when you put them in, 
allow a width of 2 % feet. 
Skim off the sod, if any, and 
stack it upside down in an out- 
of-the-way comer of the gar¬ 
den to rot down for future 
use. Then dMi out a trench tp^ 
the full depth of v your 
spade, sotting the excavated 
soil to one side. 

Next, spread a six-inch 
layer of half-rotted compost 
or strawy manure in the bot¬ 
tom of your trench and dig it 
in. Now return the excavated 
soil gradually, mixing peat 
moss and coarse bone meal 
with it, using about one part 
peat moss to two parts soil,

laurel 20 Inches, Norway 
spruce 24 inches and Canadi¬ 
an hemlock 24 inches. 

Very small hedging plants 
can be set in single handed, 
taking out the planting holes 
with the hand trowel; any¬ 
thing over two feet tall should 
be planted with a spade, and 
as it is difficult to do a decent 
job with plants this size using 
only two hands, it is best to 
recruit a helper, one person to 
hold the plant in position, lin¬ 
ing it up carefully and sight¬ 
ing down the line, while the 
other shovels the soil in 
around the roots. In either 
case, set~the plants in at the 
same depth as they were in 
the plant nursery, as indicat¬ 
ed by the soil marks on the 
stems. 

Take out pach hole to the 
correct planting depth, mak¬ 
ing sure it is big enough to 
take the spread-out roots 
which should never be bent or 
doubled back on themselves 
to make them fit a too-small 
hole. Place a spadeful of soil 
over the roots, then jiggle the 


plant up and down a little to 
work the soil around, between 
and under the roots. Give 
each plant a quart or so of 
water at this point to settle 
the soil, and it is helpful to 
add a little Alginure, Trans* 
pi an tone or Dixon-Read Vi¬ 
tamin B-l to the water, * as 
these are all excellent root 
stimulants. When the water 
drains away, complete the 
filling in, finishing with loose, 
dry soil on top. 

Theoretically, it is possible 
to plant a hedge any time be¬ 
tween October and April, but 
in actual practice, the ground 
will often become too sloppy 
and soggy to work after the 
winter rains start in earnest. 
It is best, therefore to plan oh 
completing the job before the 
middle of November, or to 
leave the actual planting until 
the drying winds of March 
have brought the soil into 
good planting condition. 

A worthwhile refinement in 
the case of evergreen hedge 
plants is to spray the foliage 
after planting with Wilt-Pruf 
or similar liquid plastic. This 
seals the leaf surface, cutting 
down on the loss of moisture 
through transpiration while 
the roots are getting them¬ 
selves settled in.

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Minimum Wage Boost

A survey on the impact of 
B.C.’s 52-an-hour minimum 
wage has found no significant 
increase in unemployment be¬ 
cause of the new minimum 
level. 

The study, conducted by the 
research branch of the provin¬ 
cial labor department, was ta¬ 
bled in the Legislature Mon¬ 
day by Labor Minister Bill 
King. 

Government researchers re¬ 
ceived more than 1,000 replica 
from firms employing about 
37,000 persons in manufac¬ 
turing, trade, service indus¬ 
tries and finance, insurance 
and real estate industries. 

Only 5.2 per cent of the 


firms had to lay off staff 
when the minimum wage rose 
to $2 an hour from $1.50 on 
Dec. 3, 1972, the report 

showed. 

On Dec. 3 of this year the 
minimum wage will rise to 
$2.25 and to $2.50 on June 3, 
1974. The minimum wage 
must be paid to employees 18 
or over. The minimum wage 
for workers 17 and under is 
$1.60 and will rise to $1.85 in 
December and to $2.10 next 
June.

came into effect. Of these 166 
employees or 45.6 per cent of 
those laid off were part-time 
workers. 

However, about 20.8 per 
cent, or 214 companies, said 
the new minimum wage has 
caused them to refrain from 
increasing employment. 

Researchers found that 
4,762 employees, or 12.7 per 
cent, got immediate raises as 
a result of the increased mini¬ 
mum wage. 

Workers already earning 
more than the minimum 
wage alsj received increases 
because companies found it 
necessary to maintain a pro¬ 
portional balance between 
employees in higher and 
lower wage brackets. 

The study showed that 8,174 
workers, or 21.7 per cent, re¬ 
ceived wage increases. 

However, statistics showed 
the impact was unevenly dis¬ 
tributed among industry 
groups. The clothing industry 
had to give direct increases to 
47.8 per cent of their work 
force. For variety stores the 
figure was 34.9 per cent, 
hotels and restaurants, 23.4 
per cent and apparel and shoe 
stores 34 per cent. 

This contrasted with a fig¬ 
ure of only 3.2 per cent for fi¬ 
nancial institutions and four 
per cent for insurance real es¬ 
tate comapnies. 


Act Changes Sex t

Health Minister Dennis Cocke introduced Mon¬ 
day an amendment to the Vital Statistics Act al¬ 
lowing persons who have had sex change opera¬ 
tions to also change the sex designation on his or 
her birth certificate.

Phoney Bills Found 
In Penitentiary Annex 


PRINCE ALBERT (CP) — Several 
hundred dollars in near-perfect counterfeit 
bills were seized by RCMP when a counter¬ 
feit operation was discovered in the farm 
annex of the Saskatchewan penitentiary at 
Prince Albert. Tom Ellis, penitentiary direc¬ 
tor, said Monday. 

Ellis declined in an interview to identify 
the prisoner suspected of running the opera¬ 
tion because charges have not been laid. 
However he said the prisoner was serving a 
sentence on charges related to previous coun¬ 
terfeiting. 

The discovery followed an investigation by 
RCMP but it hasn’t been determined whether 
more than one prisoner was involved. 

The suspect had beerttoilleted in the annex 


because he was employed on the farm, said 
Ellis. Since the counterfeiting discovery he 
has been returned to the main prison. 

The illicit operation was not due to lack of 
supervision, he added. It “was so simple the 
prisoner could do it in his room.” 

An RCMP spokesman said police also 
seized chemicals in the annex, and Ellis said 
be believed there had to be collusion with 
people outside the annex to obtain the chemi¬ 
cals. 

“As far as I’m concerned the material . . . 
that was needed for the counterfeiting wasn’t 
used pn the farm.”

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Nixon Takes to Air 
Over Fuel Crisis 


Pipeline Pushed for Quebec 


Colonist Nows Sorvlcos 

WASHINGTON — President Nixon will make 
a broadcast address to the nation tonight on what 
was called a “very acute” energy crisis heightened 
by the Middle East conflict and prospects for a cold 
winter, White House aides said Tuesday. 

Nixon called a cabinet meeting Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss a possible fuel-rationing plan and other mea¬ 
sures to meet the oil embargo imposed by Arab 
countries against the United States. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Tuesday the government 
will approve construction of 
an oil pipeline to Montreal if 
it’s needed to supply Quebec 
and the Maritimes — even if 
Quebec opposes the project. 

Macdonald told the Com¬ 
mons the government wants 
to win agreement on the pipe¬ 
line from the Quebec govern¬ 


ment, which has expressed 
opposition. 

But the federal government 
had the responsibility to en¬ 
sure security of oil supplies to 
Quebec and the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces, and would grant ap¬ 
proval for the pipeline if nec¬ 
essary. 

The government has al¬ 
ready announced it favors ex¬ 
tension of the Interprovincial 
Pipe Line Cd. carrier, which 
stops in Toronto, to feed Al¬ 


berta oil to Montreal refin¬ 
eries. 

But the Quebec government 
has plans to build a huge new 
refinery and superport on the 
St. Lawrence, which would 
buy oil from abroad. A Mon¬ 
treal pipeline could cut into 
that? project’s profitability. 

Macdonald also repeated 
that oil through a Montreal 
pipeline would be taken from 
surplus supplies now being ex¬ 
ported to the United States. 


U.S. customers would have 
a two-year warning to seek 
other sources once the gov¬ 
ernment and the national en¬ 
ergy board approved the Mon¬ 
treal line. He estimates it 
would take at least two years 
to build the line. 

Officials are negotiating 
with both Interprovincial and 
the Quebec government on 
how the pipeline would fit in 


with Quebec’s energy plans, 
he 

Macdonald also said a gov¬ 
ernment campaign is being 
planned to urge the public to 
conserve oil this winter. 

In Quebec Cfity, a senidr of¬ 
ficial in the Quebec natural 
resources department said 
Macdonald’s statement raises 
the possibility that the- federal 
government is using the cur¬ 
rent crisis in oil supplies to 
establish a national energy 


policy that might be detrimen¬ 
tal to Quebec. 

“We’ve always agreed on a 
pipeline to ensure security of 
supply,” he said. “But the 
pipeline would take two years 
to build, so it’s not intended 
to solve the present crisis.” 

The department official said 
the pipeline proposal raises 
questions about who will pay 
for the pipeline and what the 
cost of Alberta oil will be.

Sea Claims a Gigantic Victim 


SANTA CRUZ de TEN¬ 
ERIFE, Spain (UPI) — Res¬ 
cued crew members of the 
Golar Patricia said Tuesday 
three explosions touched off 
huge fires and caused the 
sinking of the 216,000-ton su¬ 
pertanker—the largest ship 
ever lost at sea. 

The ship sank within an 


hour, according to its Nor¬ 
wegian captain Herald Stor- 
mo. It split in two before 
going down, crew members 
said. The Spanish navy said 
the only casualty was a 
Spanish seaman who died of 
bums. 

Stormo refused to discuss 
what caused the blast, al¬ 
though one seaman believed 


fumes in empty tanks were 
ignited. Stormo described the 
evacuation of the 43 crew 
members as “orderly” and 
said there w-as no chance to 
save the ship.

Senators Want 
Face-to-Face 
Talk with Nixon 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The senate Watergate com¬ 
mittee agreed Tuesday to 
seek a face-to-face meeting 
with President Nixon to dis¬ 
cuss all aspects of the scan¬ 
dal. The White House would 
not say whether Nixon might 
agree. 

The panel, whose chairman, 
Sam Ervin, was rebuffed last 
July when he sought to see 
Nixon personally over access 
to the t Watergate tapes, 
reached a "consensus agree¬ 
ment" on a new approach to 
the White House after 90 min¬ 
utes of reportedly heated de¬ 
bate. 

Ervin said committee law¬ 
yers would try to meet with 
the White House staff to ar¬ 
range a session allowing 
Nixon “to make any state¬ 


ments he wants to make, and 
have the committee ask ques¬ 
tions.” Ervin indicated no 
conditions would >be imposed 
in advance. 

Deputy White House press 
secretary Gerald Warren said 
Nixon was fully aware of a 
public crisis of confidence in 
his leadership and “intends to 
meet this matter head-on." 

But, he said, "I’m not pre¬ 
pared to respond to such spe¬ 
cific requests and proposals" 
as the Ervin committee’s bid 
for a meeting with Nixon. 

While Warren refused to 
elaborate, other White House 
officials suggested Nixon was 
considering a series of steps 
to present his case to the pub¬ 
lic, including the possibility of 
another nationally broadcast 
address. 


Shift from Neutral 

Japan, facing a loss of 40 per cent of its entire 
oil imports, also urged immediate Israeli withdraw¬ 
al to pre-1967 positions. The Mainichi newspaper, 
one of the three largest in Japan, called it “a shift 
from a position of neutrality to one of a pro-Arab 
posture.” 

Government sources said, the cutback and 
threats of further cutbacks had had an “enor¬ 
mous” impact on the Japanese economy. 


Guns, Rockets 
Chip Truce; 
Envoys Busy 


Israeli and Egyptian troops traded small-arms 
fire across the Suez ceasefire line Tuesday, and Syria 
reported Israeli jets fired rockets at Syrian positions 
on the Golan Heights. 


The cracks in the Middle 
East ceasefire were reported 
as Arab leaders worked out 
arrangements for a summit 
conference in Algeria late 
next week and envoys from 
Washington and Moscow 
toured the Mideast. 

Informed sources in Cairo 
and sources close to the UN 
peace effort said there was 
Egyptian and Israeli military 
movement along the Suez 
Caned front. 

In Paris, Egyptian foreign 
affairs adviser Mohamed el- 
Zayyat told reporters at a lun¬ 
cheon Tuesday that “there is 
a great danger we’ll see a 
resumption of hostilities” in 
the Middle East if the UN 
ceasefire resolution “is not 
applied.” 

U.S. State Secretary Henry 
Kissinger arrived Tuesday 
night in Cairo on the third 
stop of a Mideast peace mis¬ 
sion.

Reid still has not secured financing for 
this 14-storey abomination to our environ¬ 
mental well being. He still has no building 
permit. 

HOPEFULLY, then, the concerned citi¬ 
zens of our area still have a chance. The 
Reid Centre is not a fait accompli. 

The best chance would have to rest with 
Premier Barrett. In conversation with him 
last week, I asked if there was not something 
his government could do to halt the desecra¬ 
tion of what could become one of the most 
beautiful harbor areas in the world. 

"I will give you,” he grinned, "a mysteri¬ 
ous no comment." 

I would hope this meant the premier was 
at least considering ways and means to stifle 
what so many people wrongly interpret as 
progress. 

NOT BEING of legal mind, I have no idea 
what methods could be brought to bear to 
halt this project at so late an hour. But sure¬ 
ly there is something in government power, 
something to declare the place an historic 
site. It does indeed qualify as an historic site 
inasmuch as the original Fort Victoria was 
built on roughly the same territory. 

Is it not possible for the propvincial gov¬ 
ernment to buy Reid out? I realize this would 
give the Vancouver promoter a very healthy 
profit on an investment of $600,000, but better 
to give him an inflated return on his money 
than to be stuck with a modernistic Holiday 
Inn on that property. 

WHAT that inflated profit would amount 
to is another question, but safe to say, I feel, 
that whatever, it would be public money well 
spent in the long haul. 

Consider, Mr. Premier, the negative im¬ 
pact a Holiday Inn would have on the aes¬ 
thetic value of that area. You’ve seen one 


Holiday Inn, you’ve seen them all. Anticeptic 
white towers of stone, glass and balconies. 
Add this to a design roughly comparable to 
Toronto’s City Hall and you have a mon¬ 
strous structure dominating that whole area 
of the Inner Harbor. 

FORGET all the flowery PR phrases 
about walkways for the public, trees, shrubs, 
etc. They will in no way compensate for the 
disaster of modernistic highrise blight and 
bulk. 

The Reid Centre has not one single re¬ 
deeming feature when considered in the light 
of what that whole area could be. If ever 
built, it would stand for decades as a monu¬ 
ment to our own stupidity and apathy. 

This is why the provincial government, if 
indeed the provincial government is our last 
court of appeal, should step in and save the 
site before any more bulldozers show up for 
purposes other than ceremonial. 

THE CITIZENS of this area have made 
their views crystal clear on the subject in the 
past. They turned out in droves to public 
hearings and in general, showed a greater 
concern for this than on any other problem of 
recent vintage. 

It might come to this again. It might once 
again take a massive outpouring of public 
opinion to either show government the Reid 
Centre is not suitable, or to start legal pro¬ 
ceedings to have it stopped. 

California now has a law—environmental 
impact legislation—a law that does indeed 
take into consideration the impact of a proj¬ 
ect on the environment and the citizens have 
somy protection as a result. 

I THINK we have become a little lethar¬ 
gic on this Reid Centre thing. We had a 
strong beginning only to let it peter out be¬ 
cause of a lack of news from the Reid camp. 

Now, however, Reid is obviously making 
strong moves in conjunction with the Holiday 
Inn people and it behooves every single one 
of us against such a happening, to start mak¬ 
ing strong noises once again. 

Hopefully, again, the provincial govern¬ 
ment will save the Inner Harbor from such a 
disaster. If not, then let us not pass up any 
chance to stop it through the courts. 

It's D-Day and there’s not much time left 
to us. 


Can t Stand Light

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it 
normal for light to hurt my 
eyes? I have had this problem 
for 11 years. I am 20 now. I 
can’t stand light, sunlight or 
anything, shining in my eyes 
because it gives me a head¬ 
ache. Do you think I need 
glasses? Or is it just in my 
mind? — A.E.L. 

Some people are more sen¬ 
sitive to light than others and 
resort to dark glasses. 

But there are specific things 
that can cause photophobia 
(this intolerance of bright 
light). Refractive errors can 
cause r*t — meaning that you

need glasses to correct your 
visual problems. 

Diseases of the cornea and 
conjunctiva (outer eye cover¬ 
ings) can be involved. So can 
some inner eye disorders. 

With this trouble existing 
for 11 years, you should have 
a thorough eye examination 


— not just to see whether you 
need glasses, which perhaps 
you do, but to see whether 
any of the rather uncommon 
disorders is present. 

Hear Dr. Thosteson: Is pop¬ 
corn fattening if you don’t eat 
it with butter on it? — Mrs. 
R.Y. 

Plain popcorn averages 380 
calories for three ounces. 
With oil (or butter) it 
averages about 455 calories 
for three ounces. 

Why not weigh some, so you 
have an idea how much pop¬ 
corn is in an ounce? Then as 
concerns fattening, you’ll 
have some sort of guide to 
how careful you have to be.

Bennett said the six tapes 
all related to a conversation 
the president had with former 
White House counsel John 
Dean on April 16, 1973.

Bennett indicated Miss 
Woods has kept the other 
eight tapes since the Sept. 29 
weekend when they were 
taken to the presidential re¬ 
treat in Maryland for Nixon to 
review. 

"I understand the purpose 
was that Rose Woods and 
Steve Bull were to take them 
to Camp David for the pre¬ 
paration of transcripts,” Ben¬ 
nett testified. 

Before Bennett took the 
witness stand, White House 
aide Stephen Bull testified he 
had taken a number of tapes 
to Camp David that weekend, 
and had seen Miss Woods typ¬ 
ing as she .listened to some of 
them. Bull said he did not 
know whether shp was mak¬ 
ing verbatim transcripts or 
merely taking notfcs. 

Bull’s testimony prompted 
Sirica to summon Miss Woods 
as a witness, but a White 
House spokesman gave no in¬ 
dication whether the president 
would permit her to testify. 

Later, Bennett said he had 
had custody of all Nixon’s 
tapes since July 18, when the 
Secret Service was ordered to 
relinquish reponsibility for 
them to White House officials. 

Bennett’s notes about 
access to the tapes, in¬ 
troduced as evidence, seemed 
to indicate that none of the 14 
tapes Miss Woods has in her 
possession covers the April 15 
date at issue. 

Bennett said he had given 
13 tapes to Bull to take to 
Camp David on Sept. 29. He 
said he drove to the camp 
that evening with a 14th re¬ 
cording Bull had requested 
after Bull informed him a re¬ 
cording of the Nixon-Dean 
meeting of April 15 could not 
be found. 

He said Bull returned six of 
the 14 tapes to the White 
House Monday morning, Oct. 
10, and that the remaining 
eight tapes were retained by 
Miss Woods. 

Bennett testified that the 
morning of Oct. 31, three of 
the six tapes he had kept in 
his personal safe were trans¬ 
ferred to a vault and that the 
other three were retained by 
White House lawyers. 

The three kept by the law¬ 
yers covered tlie dates for 
which the White House con¬ 
tends there are no recordings 
of conversations between 
Nixon and Dean on April 15 
and between Nixon and 
former attorney-general John 
Mitchell on June 20,1973. 

Sirica meanwhile met for 80 
minutes with White House 
lawyers and Watergate prose¬ 
cutors to discuss procedures 
for turning over the remain¬ 
ing seven tapes Nixon agreed 
to provide under court order. 

Asked by reporters follow¬ 
ing the meeting if there were 
clear indications the tapes did 
exist, Sirica replied: "I don’t 
think there’s any question 
about that.”

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Schools Chief Killed 


OAKLAND, Calif., (UPI) - 
Hie black Oakland city 
schools superintendent was 
killed by a shotgun blast and 
his top aide wounded Tuesday 
night in a parking lot near 
their offices. 

Dr. Marcus Foster, 50, who 
^ame here in 1970 from Phila¬ 
delphia where he was honored 
for his work, was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Highland 
Hospital. 

Assistant superintendent 
Robert Blackburn was taken 
to the same hospital where he 
underwent surgery. His condi¬ 
tion was described as serious. 

Police said the two educa¬ 
tors were accosted by three 
young black men wearing knit 
caps and motorcycle jackets. 
The assailant* fled on foot. 
Police said they were trying 
to determine a motive. 

Foster was the associate su¬ 
perintendent of community af¬ 


fairs for the Philadelphia 
school district. In 1969 he re¬ 
ceived a Bok - Foundation 
award for his outstanding con¬ 
tribution to education in the 
Pennsylvania city. 

When appointed to his 
$42,500-a-year job here, some 
members of the black com¬ 
munity criticized the board of 
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education because it did not 
allow them to join in the se¬ 
lection process. 

Foster’s goal was to bring 
the community into an active 
role in the city’s vast school 
system. He set up the master 
plan citizens committee to aid 
him and other officials in the 
decision-making process. 


There was a widespread 
lack of confidence in the 
school system when he came 
here. 

Foster, married and the fa¬ 
ther of one child, recently 
joined in negotiations which 
resulted in a new contract for 
the city’s teachers and avert¬ 
ed a threatened walkout.

Anwar Sadat of Egypt in 
Cairo for today. An Egyptian 
government spokesman, 
Ahmed Anis, said Kissinger’s 
talks with Sadat would be “of 
paramount importance.” 

Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vasily Kuznetsov of the Soviet 
Union also was travelling in 
the search for peace. He held 
talks in Damascus with 
Syrian leaders amid reports 
he would stop next in Bagh¬ 
dad. 

In Cairo, reliable sources 
said Egypt was pushing large 
amounts of fresh armament 
eastward toward the Suez 
canal cities of Ismailia and 
Suez. 

Some Western diplomats 
said they expected an Egyp¬ 
tian effort to open the Cairo- 
Suez road if the Israelis do 
not pull back to ceasefire po¬ 
sitions that Egypt says they 
held Oct. 22. 

Sources close to the United 
Nations have reported activi¬ 
ty in the Israeli forces on the 
west bank of the canal in 
Egypt proper. Israel holds 
territory on the west bank 
from a mid-canal point just 
below Ismailia, down to Suez 
at the canal’s southern termi¬ 
nus. 

The sources said Israel has 
been replacing some armored 
units there with infantry. 

In New York, UN Secre¬ 
tary-General Kurt Waldheim 
renewed an appeal for Israeli 
forces to return to the Oct. 22 
military positions, a UN 
spokesman said. 

In Damascus, a Syrian mili¬ 
tary spokesman charged that 
two formations of Israeli jets 
rocketed Syria’s advance po¬ 
sitions in 4he central and 


southern sectors of the Golan 
Heights but were driven off 
by Syrian jets and missile 
batteries. He said Syria suf¬ 
fered no losses. 

An Israeli mUitary spokes¬ 
man reported shooting in¬ 
cidents along the Suez front, 
including firing on a barge 
which the Egyptians attempt¬ 
ed to float across the canal 
nqar Port Suez where the 
Egyptian 3rd Army is cut off 
by Israeli forces. 

In Tel Aviv, it was also an¬ 
nounced that Israel had au¬ 
thorized a 50-truck convoy to 
carry badly needed food and 
water to the 20,000 men of the 
3rd Army stranded behind 
Israeli lines. 

The well-informed Beirut 
daily An Nahar said the sum¬ 
mit meeting would seek to 
assess how much pressure the 
U.S. is prepared to apply to 
Israel to reach a settlement. 

It would also try to arrange 
the form of Arab participation 
in a peace conference since 
both Syria and Egypt have 
refused to enter into direct 
talks with Israel. 

King Hussein of Jordan flew 
Tuesday to Kuwait for talks 
with Kuwaiti leader Sheik 
Sabah al Salem al Sabah and 
to the Saudi Arabian capital 
of Riyadh for a meeting with 
King Faisal. Tuesday night he 
flew to Damascus for talks 
with President Hafez Assad of 
Syria, Damascus radio said. 

Hussein, known to favor a 
summit, arrived in Riyadh an 
hour after Algerian President 
Houari Boumedienne depart¬ 
ed.

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Spavital Takes Rap for Bomber Failure

WINNIPEG (CP) - Win¬ 
nipeg Blue Bombers of the 
Western Football Conference 
released head coach Jim Spa¬ 
vital Tuesday. 

General manager Earl 
Lunsford made the announce¬ 
ment at a hastily-called news 
conference, saying the club’s 
board of directors unanimous¬ 
ly agreed on the decision only 
hours previously. 

"Firing coaches or releas¬ 
ing players is the tough part 
of this job,” Lunsford said, 


“but this was the toughest be¬ 
cause I've known Jim since 
high school.” 

Lunsford hired Spavital in 
3970 and last year re-signed 
him to a two-year contract. 

Spavital was not present at 
the news conference and was 
not immediately available for 
comment. 

Lunsford said the decision 
to release Spavital after the 
Bombers finished last in the 
WFC with a record of four 
wins, 11 losses and one tie, 


was reached after assessing 
the "total picture of the 
coach’s performance.” • 

"People say we had a built- 
in excuse with the loss of Jim 
Thorpe and Mack Herron. But 
we had been trying to trade 
Thorpe before he was arrest¬ 
ed and we had recruited a 
wide receiver, so I think we 
only needed one player. 

"Supe you can never re¬ 
place a Thorpe or a Herron, 
but somewhere throughout the 
year we should have been 


able to make adjustments. Is 
this club so poor that two 
players make the team?” 

Thorpe, a wide receiver, 
and Herron, a running back, 
were both all-stars in 1972 and 
accounted for 27 touchdowns 
between them.. 

Herron was also the leading 
rushej* in the Canadian Foot¬ 
ball League and finished sec¬ 
ond to Garney Henley as the 
most valuable player in the 
CFL. 

Both were arrested and 


charged with drug offences 
just prior to the 1973 season 
and the Blue Bombers imme¬ 
diately released tljftip and 
they were waived through the 
CFL. 

Lunsford said he shares the 
blame for the Bombers’ poor 
performance this season “if I 
didn’t get the players to re¬ 
place Thorpe and Herron.” 

"But I think this football 
club was good enough to 
make the playoffs.” 

Lunsford said the reasons 


for the dismissal are varied, 
but "the sum total of it all 
boils down to win or lose.” 

“A lot of problems hap¬ 
pened this year, some of them 
coaching, some injuries, some 
it breaks. You can't control 
breaks. You can’t control 
injuries, you can control 
building for 1974 it was felt 
ing the Bombers. 

"When looking towards 
building for 1974 it was felt 
the vote of confidence in 
coach Spavital wasn’t there 


and that we needed to make 
changes.” 

Spavital was a running back 
for the Bombers in 1951 after 
two seasons with Baltimore 
Colts. He was assistant coach 
with Saskatchewan Roughrid- 
ers for two years before join¬ 
ing the Bombers. 

Spa vital's firing leaves 
Bombers with half of their 
coaching staff from the 1973 
season. Offence-line coach 
Leroy Montgomery quit im¬ 
mediately after the final 4 
game.

It beats me 


Magnificent. 

That was the word that came to mind Saturday night at 
Empire Stadium, and it was there again in the early hours of 
Tuesday morning while watching the television version of the 
game which put B.C. Lions into the Western Football Confer¬ 
ence playoffs at the expense of Calgary Stampeders. There 
have been performances which produced more impressive 
^statistics, bjut few have matched the magnificence of the con¬ 
tribution fullback Johnny Musso made to what was probably 
the most significant victory in recent years for the Lions. It 
was worth the trip to the Mainland, the overnight stay, and, 
yes, even the unfortunate afternoon at Exhibition Park, to 
have been among the 28,479 who saw it in live action. 

The 23-year-old former University of Alabama All- 
American, in only a few games this season reasonably free 0 1 
the painful foot problems which have plagued him throughout 
most of his football career, gave a superb display of determi¬ 
nation and just plain guts — an inelegant word, but one which 
fits better here than fortitude or courage. 

Statistics tell only part of the story. They show that the 
Lions ran the ball 39 times and passed it 29 times for a total 
of 68 scrimmage plays other than kicking. And they show 
that Musso got 101 yards in 27 running plays, and that he 
added 69 more yards with a team high of seven receptions to 
account for 55 per cent of the 306 yards his club netted. 

These are figures which can be appreciated, but they 
don’t show that Musso managed them against a stubborn, 
aware defence which didn’t get deserved credit in game 
stories, and which made him pay heavily for almost every 
yard. They don’t show that most of his receptions were made 
behind the line of scrimmage, and that he had to batter and 
claw his way for much mare yardage that could be credited 
in passing statistics. They don’t show that he again did his 
blocking duties well when blocking was his role, they don’t 
record the gloom that pervaded Empire Stadium when he 
limped off the field late in the first quarter, or the relief 
which greeted his reappearance in the lineup. And they don’t 
show how he set up the touchdown he scored an a third-down 
plunge and the two field goals Ivan MacMillan managed in 
five chances, or how he enabled his club to play a ball-control 
game. 

★ ★ ★ 

The B.C?. pattern for the game was set when quarterback 
Don Moorhead called Musso’s number six times in a row im¬ 
mediately the Lions got their first chance to move the ball, 
and had Musso respond with 31 yards on five carries and 11 
yards on a screen pass. With Musso accounting for least half 
of their 22 first downs, most of the time on second-down situa¬ 
tions, the Lions were in possession for more than 19 minutes 
in the first half and for mare than 39 minutes far the game. 

Musso’s performance tends to shade other efforts, but the 
Lions had many good ones in measuring the Stampeders and 
taking another step in the coming-of-age process which 
almost started too late. 

Bud Magrum, a rookie import who barely escaped the 
training camp cuts and then improved steadily to become an 
outstanding end, was perhaps the best of the defence line. 
But Canadian-tackle Gary Robinson wasn’t far behind, and 
there were solid performances from tackle Garrett Huns- 
perger and Canadian-veteran Greg Findlay, making one of 
his few starting appearances. 

Behind the front four was a solid set of linebackqrs, led, of 
course, by the roaming Ray Nettles and including Mikajr 
Walker, a former down lineman who may have found his best! 
position at the corner linebacking slot he has filled in the two 
victories which brought the club playoff action. 

Aided by an alert, tough-minded defence backfield, this 
crew cut off the Calgary running attack. And it managed 
enough pressure to bother the easily-worried Pete Liske, who 
didn’t show much of his old passing authority except in the 
one drive which brought Stampeders their first touchdown in 
three games against the Lions this season. On offence, what 
has developed into the best line the Lions have had since the 
glory days of Joe Kapp, gave Moorhead good protection, even 
managing to hold John Helton to a good game instead of the 
over-powering one he usually turns in.

Start¬ 
ing the touchdown drive which brought a 22-17 win over the 
Blue Bombers and made the Saturday game meaningful, it 
could have been the play that turned things around for a club 
which had seemed unable to shake the losing habits of eight 
years.

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Nanaimo Port To Ship 
Ocean Falls Newsprint 
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By FRED CURRIE

NANAIMO — The Nanaimo 
Harbor Commission an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that negoti¬ 
ations have been completed 
on an agreement to ship large 
quantities of newsprint 
through the port of Nanaimo. 

The agreement, negotiated 
by trade and development of¬ 
ficer Bob Chase, calls for pro-' 
v l n c i a 1 government-owned 
paper mill at Ocean Falls to 
ship its newsprint production 
to Nanaimo in barges operat¬ 
ed by Rivtow Straits of Van¬ 
couver. for a period covering 
at least the next three years. 
The talks leading to the 
agreement were conducted 
with Jerome Grill, assistant 
vice-president and director of 
distribution for Gottesman 
and Company of New York, 
marketing agents for the mill. 

Port manager John Dun¬ 


ham said the agreement will 
mean at least 25 additional 
vessels using the port each 
year and, in turn, will mean a 
larger work force at the as¬ 
sembly wharf to handle the 
additional cargo “with more 
money going into the local 
economy.” 

“Because of the need for 
more storage space, we. will 
be increasing the size of the 
main warehouse on the as¬ 
sembly wharf and we will be 
purchasing new handling 
equipment,” Dunham said. 

Shipments from the mill 
will be in the range of 1,300 to 
1,80b tons each and will be 
loaded aboard ships in quanti¬ 
ties of up to 2,500 tons at a 
time. 

The success of the negotia¬ 
tions was attributed to the 
fact that Chase was able to 
convince the marketing 
agents that money would ac¬ 
tually be saved by barging

the newsprint to Nanaimo and 
shipping from here, rather 
than having large, ocean-go¬ 
ing vessels making stops at 
many small ports to pick up 
small quantities of cargo, the 
port manager said. 

It could also mean addi¬ 
tional traffic into the port 
from other forest products 
companies on the coast. Dun¬ 
ham said that since the extra 
vessels, which will call here 
for the newsprint, are des¬ 
tined for ports other than 
those now on the Nanaimo 
shipping schedule, “it is antic¬ 
ipated that additional forest 
products cargoes will be at¬ 
tracted to the port.” 

The agreement goes into ef¬ 
fect Jan. 1.

Alberni Voters To Rule 
On $1.3 Million Centre

PORT ALBERNI — Voters 
in Port Alberni and four areas 
in the Albemi-Clayuquot Re¬ 
gional District will be asked 
Nov. 17 to approve construc¬ 
tion of a J1.5 million sports 
and exhibition centre planned 
for the Alberni Valley. 

The centre, if approved, 
would contain an ice surface 
200 by 85 feet, which is regu¬ 
lation size for the NHL. It 
would contain seating for 
2,400 people and could be ex¬ 
panded to 3,000 seats. There 
would also be a large lounge 
in the complex which could be 
used as a lecture theatre and 
exhibition hall. 

It has been billed as a mul¬ 
ti-purpose centre which could 
bring such attractions as the 
Ice Capades and other large 
shows to the valley. Such 
shows have in the past missed 
Port Alberni because of the 
lack of space. 

The regional district has 
said that a centre such as this 
ds desperately needed in the 
valley to provide the younger 
generation more space to play 
hockey. They don’t have that 
in the present arena, which 
was built by the city more 
than ten years ago. 

When the present arena, 
which seats 1,500, was built, 
no one could foresee the 
growth hockey has undergone 
in the valley. Up till the time 
the arena was constructed, 
Port Alberni was called whe 
basketball capital of Canada, 
(because everyone seemed in¬ 
volved with the then famous 
Alberni Athletics, who were 
national champions of Canada 
in the late 1950s. 

Then, in the early ’60s, bas¬ 
ketball began to fade from the 
local scene and hockey be¬ 
came the talk of local sports 
fans. It was at this time that 
the present arena was built 
and the interest in sports 
changed completely. 

Soon, young and old alike 
had caught the fever and 
leagues ranging from pee-wee 
to commercial and industrial 
hockey were formed. Port Al- 
bemi even got its own semi- 
pro team which participated 
in leagues throughout the 
province and many times 
made the playoffs. 

The problem then arose of 
Ice-time for all these leagues, 
plus time for practices and 
public time for skating. At 
present, many hockey teams 
practise in the early hours of 
the morning, sometimes as 
early as 3 a.m. There are 
simply not enough hours in 
the day to, satisfy everyone 
who wants to use the arena. 

This situation prevailed for 
nine years until the regional 
board decided to do a study of 
the area’s needs. The study 
decided the only way to 
counter the overcrowded con-

ditions at the arena would be 
to build a new complex which 
would take the pressure off 
the present one. 

Aid. George McKnight, a 
director of the regional board, 
said he w'ould vote for the 
complex plan as it now 
stands, but that it is up to the 
citizens to decide if they think 
it is needed. 

“I think the idea is very 
good but I only hope that 
when it is built, if the referen¬ 
dum passes, the complex will 
be used to give the children of 
the valley more time on the 
ice. 

“I would hate to see this 
centre turn into a place where 
the commercial and semi- 
professional hockey teams get 
the prime time and our 
younger generation get left 
out,” McKnight said. 

Mayoralty candidate 
George Dunbar said that he 
was in favor of the complex 
but was a bit skeptical about 
the cost. 

Dunbar said the idea is 
good, but ‘1 hope that it won’t 
cost residents more than they 
thought.” 

He said that if the cost went 
over the proposed 51.5 million, 
people in the valley would be 
expected to make up the dif¬ 
ference. This could up to 
5500,000 more than the .present 
budget 

The cost of the project 
would be shared among the 


three levels of government. 
The federal government 
would put up $400,000 in 
grants while the provincial 
government has said it would 
contribute 5333,000. 

The municipality and re¬ 
gional district would pay the 
remaining 5767,000. This 
would cost taxpayers an extra 
2.1 mills a year. 

A spokesman for the region¬ 
al district said the cost to the 
average householder in the 
city of Port Alberni would be 
$10.85 a year. The cost to the 
householders in the areas of 
the regional district included 
in the plan, which takes in 


Beaver Creek, Beaufort, 
Cherry Creek and Sproat 
Lake, would pay 58.50 a year 
for the complex. 

The proposed site for the 
complex is the Echo-Glen- 
wood district of Port Alberni. 
If the complex were built, ad¬ 
ministration of it would come 
from the local parks and rec¬ 
reation commission which 
would be broadened to allow 
for the input of people from 
the regional district but who 
are outside the city limits. 

The regional district has 
asked voters to support the 
project by using the slogan 
“Invest twice: kids and ice.” 


NANAIMO — There should 
be no further industrial devel¬ 
opment on the Nanaimo wa¬ 
terfront and existing industry 
should be forced to move. 

That is the opinion of Ted 
Barsby, a candidate for 
mayor of this city in the Nov. 
17 municipal elections. 

In an interview, Barsby 
said the long-range plan of 
any city administration must 
be to preserve the waterfront 
and to gear its use strictly to 
people. 

“We have seen in the past 
that other administrations are 
prepared to ruin it by giving 
their support to such projects 
as the expansion of port facili¬ 
ties in the present location. 
This cannot continue. I feel 
that all industry should 
forced to move out of the 
downtown waterfront and re¬ 
locate on Northumberland 
Channel, next to the Harmac 
pulp mill — Hooker chemical 
complex,” he said. 

The mayoralty candidate 
emphasized that he is not op¬ 
posed to development but 
added that it must be con¬ 
ducted “with control and a 
great deal of care.” 

“I am evefi concerned that 
council has allowed an apart¬ 
ment building to go up on 
Stewart Avenue. The view of 


the waterfront belongs to all 
the people and they should be 
given the chance to enjoy it.” 

Another form of control, 
that of population growth in 
the city, was listed by Barsby 
as a “very important issue.” 

He said he feels that tlie 
Nanaimo area must be pro¬ 
tected against unlimited 
growth to “preserve the am¬ 
enities.” 

“This is an important issue 
since it affects the very way 
of life of everyone in the 
area.” 

He said he is completely in 
favor of amalgamation of 
Greater Nanaimo but that a 
great deal of planning will be 
necessary to make it work 
properly. 

He was highly critical of the 
plan for future development 
of Greater Nanaimo by the 
regional district’s planning 
department. 

“The plan is good and the 
board did allow for input from 
the people, but it is designed 
on the basis of a population of 
200,000 people and who says 
we want that many?” 

He said he is convinced that 
with residential density con¬ 
trol through zoning, the popu¬ 
lation can be restricted to any 
desired level. 

He recognized the need, 
particularly in a larger amal¬ 


gamated city, for profes¬ 
sional town planners but he 
felt that the advisory planning 
board, made up of citizens of 
the area, should not be abol¬ 
ished. 

“It is riot too late for Nanai¬ 
mo for growth control but it 
must be undertaken immedi¬ 
ately,” he added. 

Barsby, a member of the 
provincial government’s land 
commission, said being elect¬ 


ed mayor would not interfere 
with that job since it takes 
him out of the city “only six 
or seven days each month.” 

He said he decided to run 
for mayor after watching city 
council in action over the past 
few years. He cited the Clam¬ 
shell Marina hassle and the 
attitude of council toward the 
expansion of port facilities 
here as prime factors in his 
decision.

Board Faces Noteworthy Trouble on Buses

DUNCAN — A seemingly 
small and simple problem, 
the transportation of musical 
instruments on school buses, 
has developed into a major 
issue for the Cowichan school 
board, putting the board be¬ 
tween a group of parents who 
want instruments transported 
on the buses and the bus 


drivers, who refuse to carry 
them for safety reasons. 

At the board’s Monday 
night meeting, a^roup of 16 
parents from Quamichan jun¬ 
ior high school and surround¬ 
ing elementary schools pre¬ 
sented a brief outlining their 
side of the issue. The board 
had met previously with the 
bus drivers and agreed 
with their position that tran¬ 
sporting the instruments on 


the crowded buses Constituted 
a safety hazard. 

After the parents had pre¬ 
sented their brief, the board 
passed a resolution limiting 
the size of instruments al¬ 
lowed on the buses to approxi¬ 
mately the size of a trumpet. 

The problem was basically 
one of overcrowding on the 
buses which made it unsafe 
for the drivers to allow large 
musical instruments to be 
carried. The drivers, who are 


personally responsible for the 
safety of their passengers, 
had refused to admit students 
with large instruments. 

The parents recognized the 
safety problem, but were con¬ 
cerned that school band pro¬ 
grams would suffer as a re¬ 
sult. They claimed the only 
real problems on the buses 
were drums, tubas and other 
similar sized instruments. 


"There seems to be a grey 
area as to what js a large In¬ 
strument and wHatis a small 
instrument. This is where the 
crunch comes,” said a spokes¬ 
man for the parents during;- 
discussion prior to the pas¬ 
sage of the resolution limiting 
instrument size. 

The parents asked that all 
instruments from saxophone- 
size down be permitted on the 
buses, with the board pur¬ 
chasing or renting duplicate

COMOX — Cumberland, 
Comox and, Courtenay coun¬ 
cils have unanimously en¬ 
dorsed the Courtenay school 
district’s 51-3 million spending 
program and are urging all 
landowners within the district

When Comox Mayor Dick 
Merrick introduced the topic 
for discussion, after a letter 
from the school board seeking 
support was read, he urged 
his council to give the pro¬

He advised council 
members that a large portion 
of the money will go towards 
G. P. Vanier senior and 
Comox Junior secondary 
schools where there exists

of education figures, an ideal 
population is 909. Next year it 
is estimated there will be 
1,163 students.” 

In Comox junior there are 
currently 678 students while 
the ideal figure is 589.

“I per¬ 
sonally caught them recently. 
But by the time I went to get 
the police and came back, the 
park lights were broken and 
the kids were gone.” 

Merrick said he ds still sick 
over an incident two weeks 
ago in which a vehicle of 
youths drove over the town’s 


soccer field and lawns and 
tore them up in addition to 
pulling out about 12 signs. 

“We have a very serious 
problem where these youths 
are Interfering with the 
rights apd property of other 
people.” 

During the same discussion, 
council agreed to petition At- 
toigiey General Alex Mac- 
donkia and Comox MLA 
Karen Sanford for increased 
police coverage in rural areas 


and more effective penalties 
in courts. 

Council feels that the penal¬ 
ties are not hitting the youth¬ 
ful offenders where it h arts. 

The motion for the petition 
was introduced after a letter 
from Cumberland council,, 
which has also been plagued 
by vandalism, was read ask¬ 
ing for Comox’s support. 

Courtenay council also gave 
unanimous approval Monday 
to a similar motion.

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Riding Academy Issue 
Trots Up Blind Alley 


Be ‘Patriotic \ Pool Backers Told

If the Victoria Riding Aca¬ 
demy is allowed to continue in 
operation for 10 years, the 
horses will produce a pile of 
horse manure equivalent in 
size to an 18-storey high-rise, 
along with enough "liquid 
assets” to fill 81 average size 
swimming pools, Oak 3ay 
council was told Monday 
night. 

But if it goes out of opera¬ 
tion, aldermen were also told, 
then many youngsters are li¬ 
kely to be out on the streets 
drinking and generally getting 
into trouble instead of peace¬ 
fully riding their horses. 

Aldermen considered the 
two opinions, after a 75- 
minute public hearing to re¬ 
zone the property from 
highrise to riding academy 
use, and failed to reach a con¬ 
clusion. 

The matter was referred 
back to committee for further 
consideration. 

About 50 people—half of 
them youngsters who pa¬ 
tronize the academy—attend¬ 
ed the meeting. 

They described the pine- 
acre property variously as a 
"jewel,” a great place for 
kids, and a rat-infested, fly¬ 
breeding, cholera-spreading 
barnyard. 

Several neighbors com¬ 
plained about sanitary condi¬ 
tions at the academy and of 
rats and flies which they said 
came from the premises. 
Other nearby residents said 
there were no disagreeable ef¬ 
fects from the academy. 

Floyd Fairclough. 3648 
Crestview, launched the 
longest, and most comprehen¬ 
sive attack on the continua¬ 
tion of the "barn use” as he 
dubbed the rezoning. 

Quoting from a study of ani¬ 
mal management, he said one 
horse produces two. cubic feet 
of manure daily, taking into 
consideration the sawdust or 
other bedding used. 

There are 75 horses at the 
academy and there has been 
a suggestion that the propri¬ 
etors should get a 10-year 
lease which would lead to 
540,000 cubic feet of manure 
or a pile of manure 100 feet 
square and 162 feet high. 


It could form a tourist at¬ 
traction to rival the pyramids 
of Egypt, and people could 
watch in amazement, said 
Fairclough, as the rats slide 
down the pile. 

In addition, he said, 75 
horses would produce- 
1,620,000 gallons of "liquid 
assets” in 10 years or enough 
urine to fill 81 pools. 

Fairclough also accused 
council of using the publicly- 
owned property to subsidize 
private industry, in renting 
the property for $200 monthly, 
and not asking for property 
taxes. 

If council went ahead with 
the bylaw, said Fairclough, 
the academy would be "per¬ 
haps the only place in North 
America where horses would 
have a million-dollar park.” 

And he asked: "Is the 
danger of disease with the as¬ 
sistance of rats and flies to 
spread it worth the risk? Do 
you wish to complete with 
Rome and Naples for cho¬ 
lera?” 

Heather Richards, 1701 
Halroyd, who has been con¬ 
nected with the academy for 
some years said the fly prol> 
lent has been rectified, and in 
any cases flies do not breed in 
manure piles—it’s too hot 
there for them. 

The manure itself was not a 
problem, she said—gardeners 
are thankful to get it. 

Some speakers suggested 
that, while they opposed the 
present apartment zoning 
they would be happy to see 
town houses or single family 
residences built on the proper¬ 
ty- 

There were other sugges¬ 
tions that the land should be 
zoned for general recreation 
rather than for the use of one 
particular group. 

Concern Avas expressed 
about the ability of present 
proprietors to pay full taxes 
on the property if it is rezoned 
and they have a long-term 
lease. 

Gary Bentham. 1404 Har¬ 
rison. an architectural design 
consultants said he had spoken 
to the proprietors and needed 
improvements would cost well 
over $50,000. He said an ap¬ 
proach had been planned to 
the provincial government to 


see if subsidies would be 
available. 

Several youngsters from the 
academy asked for the riding 
area to be retained. 

One said that, although she 
helped clean the stables, she 
had never seen a rat but she 
"had heard tthat there are 
rats at the Empress Hotel.” 

Another said that if she 
hadn’t been able to go riding 
she would probably have 
spent her spare time drinking. 

It was decided, with Aid. 
Brian Smith opposing, not to 
proceed with the bylaw but to 
refer it back to the zoning 
committee. 


Strawberry Vale residents 
pressing for a swimming pool 
and other "improvements” in 
their area were faced with a 
plea for greater municipal 
community spirit by Saanich 
Mayor Hugh Curtis at Mon¬ 
day’s 4 council meeting.

neighborhoods to stop think¬ 
ing of themselves in “com¬ 
partmentalized" isolation, 
but, instead, as members of 
the municipality at large.

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Nixon Takes to Air 
Over Fuel Crisis 


Pipeline Pushed for Quebec 


Colonist Nows Sorvlcts 

WASHINGTON — President Nixon will make 
a broadcast address to the U.S. tonight on what 
was called a “very acute” energy crisis heightened 
by the Middle East conflict and prospects for a cold 
winter, White House aides said Tuesday. 

« 

Nixon called a cabinet meeting Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss a possible fuel-rationing plan and other mea¬ 
sures to meet the oil embargo imposed by Arab 
countries against the United States. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Tuesday the government 
will approve construction of 
an oil pipeline to Montreal if 
it’s needed to supply Quebec 
and the Maritimes — even if 
Quebec opposes the project. 

Macdonald told the Com¬ 
mons the government wants 
to win agreement on the pipe¬ 
line from the Quebec govern¬ 


ment, which has expressed 
opposition. 

But the federal government 
had the responsibility to en¬ 
sure security of oil supplies to 
Quebec and the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces, and would grant ap¬ 
proval for the pipeline if nec¬ 
essary. 

The government has al¬ 
ready announced it favors ex¬ 
tension of the Interprovincial 
Pipe Line Co. carrier, which 
stops in Toronto, to feed Al¬ 


berta oil to Montreal refin¬ 
eries. 

But the Quebec government 
has plans to build a huge new 
refinery and super;>ort on the 
St. Lawrence, which would 
buy oil from abroad. A Mon¬ 
treal pipeline could cut into 
that project’s profitability. 

Macdonald also repeated 
that oil through a Montreal 
pipeline would be taken from 
surplus supplies now being ex¬ 
ported to th£ United States. 


U.S. customers would have 
a two-year warning to seek 
other sources once the gov¬ 
ernment and the national en¬ 
ergy board approved the Mon¬ 
treal line. He estimates it 
would take at least two years 
to build the line. 

Officials are negotiating 
with both Interprovincial and 
the Quebec government on 
how the pipeline would fit in 


with Quebec’s energy plans, 
he said. 

Macdonald also said a gov¬ 
ernment campaign is being 
planned to urge the public to 
conserve oil this winter. 

In Quebec City, a senior of¬ 
ficial in the Quebec natural 
resources department said 
Macdonald’s statement raises 
the possibility that the federal 
government is using the cur¬ 
rent crisis in oil supplies to 
establish a national energy 


policy that might be detrimen¬ 
tal to Quebec. 

"We’ve always agreed on a 
pipeline to ensure security of 
supply,’’ he said. "But the 
pipeline would take two years 
to build, so it's not intended 
to solve the present crisis.’’ 

The department official said 
the pipeline proposal raises 
questions about who will pay 
for the pipeline and what the 
cost of Alberta oil will be.

Earlier in the day the com¬ 
mittee had heard 1% hours of 
evidence from Strachan, from 
Robert McClelland (SC— 
Langley), who made the origi¬ 
nal charge against the min¬ 
ister, from two B.C. Ferries 
officials and from Frank Ma- 
chin, the man hired to under¬ 
take the study. 

Last witness heard Tuesday 
night by the committee was 
Frank Machin, president"" of 
the management consultant 
firm retained by the ferry au¬ 
thority to undertake the 
study. 

Machin told the committee 
he had never been informed 
directly that Strachan knew 
the study was going on, but 
that impression had been left 
with him by implication. 

Such phrases as "the min¬ 
ister will be concerned about 
the confidentiality of the 
study” had led him to believe 
that Strachan knew about it, 
he said.

Sea Claims a Gigantic Victim 


SANTA CRUZ de TEN¬ 
ERIFE, Spain (UPI) — Res¬ 
cued crew members of the 
Golar Patricia said Tuesday 
three explosions touched off 
huge fires and caused the 
sinking of the 216,000-ton su¬ 
pertanker—the largest ship 
ever lost at sea. 

The ship sank within an 


hour, according to its Nor¬ 
wegian captain Harald Stor- 
mo. It split In two before 
going down, crew members 
said. The Spanish navy said 
the only casualty was a 
Spanish seaman who died of 
burns. 

Stormo refused to discuss 
what ^caused the blast, al¬ 
though one seaman believed 


fumes in empty tanks were 
ignited. Stormo described the 
evacuation of the 43 crew 
members as "orderly” and 
said there was no chance to 
save the ship. 

The Liberian-registered, 
U.S.-owned tanker went down 
200 miles north of the Canary 
Islands Monday. 

The crew, 30 of them Nor¬ 


wegians including Stormo, 
were picked up by the 
Spanish ocean liner Cabo de 
San Vicente. 

Crew members tried to 
fight the flames, but were or¬ 
dered to take to lifeboats 
when it became clear the su¬ 
pertanker could not be saved, 
they said Tuesday.

Japan, EEC 

Back Arabs

Backed to the wall by the Arab oil cutback, 
nine European Economic Community nations and 
Japan Tuesday called for Israel to “end its territo¬ 
rial occupation” of Arab lands. 

The common market nations, dependent on 
the Middle East for 80 per cent of their oil, con¬ 
demned in a resolution approved .in Brussels “the 
acquisition of territory by force” and called on 
Israel to end “the territorial occupation which it 
has maintained” since the 1967 war when it over¬ 
ran large Arab lands on both its northern and 
southern borders. ^ 

The resolution appeared further to erode 
Israel’s diplomatic position in the world and moved 
the common market countries even further from 
U.S. policy. 

Shift from Neutral 

Japan, facing a loss of 40 per cent of its entire 
oil imports, also urged immediate Israeli withdraw¬ 
al to pre-1967 positions. The Mainichi newspaper, 
one of the three largest in Japan, called it “a shift 
from a position of neutrality to one of a pro-Arab 
posture.” 

Government sources said the cutback and 
threats of further cutbacks had had an “enor¬ 
mous” impact on the Japanese economy.

Saanich Referendum Under Fire 


Ratepayers Resent ‘Package’ 


Concern that Saanich’s up¬ 
coming $4,365,000 referendum 
was not being presented to 
ratepayers in the best way 
was expressed Tuesday at a 
joint meeting of the 
Northridge Community and 
Royal Oak Ratepayers’ asso¬ 
ciations. 

Some ratepayers present at 
the meeting in the Nether¬ 
lands Hall on Vanalman re¬ 
sented the fact that most of 
the referendum (calling for 
$4,115,000 expenditure on capi¬ 
tal works) had been put for¬ 
ward as a "package” instead 
of being itemized or split into 
separate sections. * 

Leading the ratepayer con¬ 
cern was Jim Robbins who 
said he was confused that 
public works expenditure had 
been lumped with spending on 
recreation facilities. “You’re 
giving us a package deal, it’s 


all or nothing, and that for 
me, is wrong,” he told a 
cheering audience. 

The referendum calls for 
$3,350,000 expenditure on mu¬ 
nicipal roads and drainage, 
$600,000 spending on an arena 
at Lambrick Park and 
$165,000 on the senior citizens 
centre at Hampton Park. A 
separate ballot asks taxpayer 
approved of $250,000 on an au¬ 
ditorium for the proposed 
Saanich community school at 
Burnside and Acorn. 

Mayoralty candidate Ed 
Lum told the meeting he, too, 
was “very surprised to see 
this referendum come out in 
this manner.” He would have 
preferred to see it divided 
into “servicing to the land” 
(the public works) and “ser¬ 
vicing to the people (the rec¬ 
reation facilities). 

He said that if the referen¬ 


dum failed "because of the 
way it was put to the people,” 
he would, if elected, present it 
again to the people at the 
"earliest opportunity” divided 
into two parts. 

Mayoralty candidate Aid. 
Edith Gunning said that some 
members of council had felt 
at first “public works should 
be separated from recreation 
works” but that it was 
thought that dividing the ref¬ 
erendum still further would 
weaken its voter appeal and 
also that leadership should be 
shown by council over what it 
felt was essential. 

Aldermanic candidate Mel 
Couvelier said he favored a 
“shopping list” approach and 
said that some incumbent al¬ 
dermen felt likewise but had 
agreed to go along with the 
rest of council “to maximize 
its chances” of going through 


which was a measure of their 
integrity. 

Foster Isherwood, Couve¬ 
lier’s opponent for the one- 
year aldermanic term, ac¬ 
cused council of being “dis¬ 
honest” in combining recrea¬ 
tion and public works on the 
same ballot and “forcing the 
two on the municipality.” 

Also present on the 12-man 
panel of speakers was Wally 
Russell, the principal of the 
proposed Saanich Community 
School. He urged ratepayers 
to vote for the $250,000 audito¬ 
rium to ensure the “best high 
school in B.C.” was built. 

He noted the area residents’ 
concern that a proposed 
swimming pool adjacent to 
the school was not included in 
the referendum but urged 
them not to vote down the au¬ 
ditorium as a "backlash 
thing.” 


Aid. Alan Newberry said 
Russell’s exposition of the 
"concept of the community 
school” presented to the 
meeting was the “first time 
that I have heard the Victoria 
school district concept of a 
community school.” 

Ratepayer concern over a 
proposal for a 100-acre light 
industrial park in the Glan- 
ford - Vanalman - Mann area 
was quieted considerably 
when in turn, aldermen Gun¬ 
ning, Noel and Newbeny 
stressed that no council deci¬ 
sion had been made nor would 
be made without full public 
discussion. 

Mrs. Gunning said council 
does not own land in the pro¬ 
posed area and that the prop¬ 
erty was in any case not ex¬ 
empt from the agricultural 
land freeze, nor had Saanich 
applied for exemption.

Interest among Greater Vic¬ 
toria car drivers in snow tires 
and antifreeze may remain 
high but there appears to be 
little need for any panic-buy¬ 
ing — yet. 

For one thing, both are still 
available in Victoria outlets. 
Not at every service station, 
perhaps, but in many. 

Victoria’s weather has not 
tymed its back completely on 
this region—just a little side¬ 
's, ways. 

Forecast for today calls for 
continuing gusty easterly 
winds, mostly cloudy, with 
showers of rain or rain mixed 
with snow. It’s much the 
same up the Island’s east 
coast with perhaps a little 
more snow. 

Certainly, anyone con¬ 
templating driving over the 
Malahat should have snow 
tires or chains. Colwood 
RCMP reported it was snow¬ 
ing up there at 8 p.m. Tues¬ 
day night. 

That’s true of all the really 
high roads. Temperature fore¬ 
cast for today ranges from 42 
down to 32, so if it’s raining at 
the lower levels that will 
problaby change to snow 
higher up. 


Service station operators 
feel that another heavy snow 
in the Victoria area could 
frighten drivers into cleaning 
out the present supply and 
none of the outlets were cer¬ 
tain about replacements. 

Said one station operator: 
“We have a good supply of 
snow tires (there was a stack 
by the office door) and if we 


can’t fit your car now we can 
in two hours. But while we 
have a fair amount of an¬ 
tifreeze we don’t know if we’ll 
be able to get more.” 

Where Vancouver operators 
earlier reported a substantial 
boost in antifreeze prices, the 
local people said the increase, 
quite recently, was not a big 
one.
